In addi- 
tion thereto we shall submit state- 
ments which will show that even dur- 
ing the period when coal was most In 
demand and the collieries wero oper- 
ated to the limit of their capacity, the 
breakers operated an average of lesa 
than eight hours per day, for reasons 
partly due to the voluntary action of 
the men and partly to causes beyond 
tha control either of the company or 
tha men.

We have defended with zeal because 
•tve believe we have Inflicted no wrong. 


WHO ^S THE

"Who Is the plaintiff In this case— 


whence did she come? Is her past not 
shrouded In mystery? She stands on 
the record as Katherine Tinsley, suing 
the Los Angeles Times.

personality of the defendant Js known. 
It has no desire to hide Its personal- 
ity,

The man "who writes to his wife that

FREEDOM OF THE PRESS. 


Mr. Shortrldge reviewed the history 


of the constitutional provisions estab- 


llshinar the free^pm of the press, and 
said:

ing the people to the»aid of liberty—to 
follow the flag; aye, to die for the flag. 
The defendant stands here represent- 
ing this press—-the modern press. We 
can see who the plaintiff is, if we can 
see through a. glass darkly—through 
the mists and the log. We can sea 
what she Is here for, conceal it as' she 
may, put It Into the background as she 
may1; her object 
is 
money, money, 


money. 


"Vindication-vwhy did she not ask it 


of the publisher? Why does she not 
arise and aek for it now? 


SUIT FOR MONEY. 


"Gentlemen, I say to you again that 


the object of this suit is money—money 
and not vindication. 
She asks for 


damages for what?-^for name, fame 
and reputation? Let all the newspa- 
pers in Christendom turn loose their 
vials of wrath, of sarcasm—what does 
the man whose life is free from blame 
care lor the words of newspapers? Do 
we hear 
of 
men 
like Washington, 


Grant, Lincoln and McKlnley appealing 
to the courts for damages for libel?" 


MYSTERIOUS POWER. 


Speaking of a mysterious power 


which he said Mrs. Tingley esercises 
over others, Mr. .Shortrldge said: 


"We eee full grown men proud to 


surrender their individuality, willing to 
become her subjects, willing to appear 
as servitors in her royal retinue. 


"Whether we call the men feeble- 


minded and the women earnest and 
sincere, the 
fact 
remains that the 


power this woman exercises is extra- 
ordinary and repugnant to the spirit of 
America. 


"Instead, it goes back to the dark and 


foreign countries. 


"It seems that she snatched the scep- 


ter and grasped the crown from the 
dead. She claims to be the successor 
of Mme. Blavatsky and William Q. 
Judge—a successor self-appointed. 


"She has taken her seat upon the 


throne 
nnd American citizens 
are 


proud to do her bidding. It is extra- 
ordinary. She is vested with life ten- 
ure and with power to appoint her own 
successor and with power to cast Into 
the outer darkness such members of 
her organization as come under her dis- 
pleasure. 


"It Is a power autocratic, un-Amer- 


ican and un-Chrlstian, yet, revolting 
as It is, there are those who seem 
proud to ba her subjects. 


"No despot that sat at Constantino- 


ple ever claimed to exercise such power 
over men and women as Mrs. Kather- 
ine Tingley does—and, strangest of all, 
she does It with their consent."

that may not be palatable.

wrong in high places am I to dally with 
It, am I to condone it? If we deny to 
the newspaper the right, that we accord 
to the individual, we deny the right of 
the free press. 
Do you expect me to 


sue for libel because some caricaturist 
cartoons me?

RACE PROBLEM WAS HIS 


SUBJECT. 


Booker T, Washington 
Addresses 


Large Crowd in Hearst Hall 


and Receives Ovation. 


BERKELEY. Jan. 10.—Before an audi- 


ence that filled Hearst Hall to its doors, 
Booker T. Washington, the colored ora- 
tor and statesman, spoke last night of 
the work of Tuskegeo Institute, dealing 
with the great race problems. Long be- 
fore the speaker had arrived the hall was 
filled and the late comers were being 
turned away into the unsympathetic fog 
that hung over Berkeley like a damp 
veil. Those- who were fortunate enough 
to set in gave the distinguished visitor a 
hearty welcome. As he stepped upon the 
platform he was greeted with a generous 
round of applause, anrt throughout his 
speech his excellent periods were received 
with delight by the people of the college 
town. 


The address was given tinder the aus- 


pices of the Pacific Theological Seminary, 
and the speaker was introduced by Dr. J. 
K. McLean of that college. Dr. McLean 
referred to Washington as "a man who 
bears an Illustrious name Illustriously." 


Washington's speech in part was as fol- 


lows: 


"Whatever questions I may discuss or 
leave undlscussed. I shall not attempt to 
settle the question of whether or not the 
North introduced slavery. That you will 
havo to settle yourselves. As a race we 
hava had many difficulties and one or 
two advantages. My race Is the only one 
that has come to America in response to 
a pressing Invitation. Yours came against 
the wishes of the people of America In 
1 {92, but ray people came against their 
will and had 
their passage 
paid, so 


hlg-hly were they esteemed. 
Yet, after 


being brought here, there are some peo- 
ple so bold as to say tha-t we should de- 
part for the land of our fathers or emi- 
grate to the Philippines. We are an oblig- 
ing race, but we have a .right here as 
citizens and we intend to remain. I be- 
lieve that there is wisdom, forbearance 
and Christianity enough for us to work 
out the race problem side by side. 


"In school, liekl and shop and with 


hammer, trowel and spade -we are solv- 
ing the great problem. We must learn to 
lift common labor above 
drudgery 
to 


where it becomes beautiful. 


"When the war gave the negro his free- 


dom he knew the mechanical and Indus- 
trial arts, as he had served an appren- 
ticeship of 250 years. 
We gradually 


awakened to the fact that we are not 
educating our black boys to take the 
place of thes£ slaves. We must hold our 


grip in this country by giving wur young 
men industrial education.'"

Walter Macsrthur, editor 
of 
the 


Coast Seaman's Journal and .a promi- 
nent leader in the trades union move- 
ment, has placed himself on record as 
strongly opposing the cntraii.-e of labor. 
unions into politics or their continu- 
ance therein where they have already 
taken political action. In a speech bo- 
fore the State Federation of l^abor at 
Los Angeles, he declared the union 
cause in San Fninclsi-o was already 
suffering from the effects of turning 
the. federated labor organizations into 
a political party: that there was great 
friction in some of the unions, on ac- 
count of political patronage, anil that, 
in many instances, the labor cause had 
been subordinated 
tn- the desire for 


place. He expressed the l.e-lief. that it 
•would cause serious injury if the eco- 
nomic and social purposes of trades 
unionism were in any way retarded JJ.Y 
the intrusion of the unions, distinctly 
as such, into politics. 


Mr. Macarthxir's remarks were di- 


rected against the adoption of. Article 
XIII of the new Constitution of the 
State Labor Federation, the first clause 
of which reads as follows: 
"The Cal- 


ifornia 
State 
Federation 
of Labor 


urges the formation of a State union 
j 


labor party, separate and apart from 
regular unions."- 


Mr. Macarthur did not point out one 


of the chief weaknesses of a political 
party composed 
exclusively (of mem- 


bers of the labor unions, namely, that 
such an organization must be strictly 
a class party, or if it entangles itself 
•with other party 'organizations.or per- 
mits the affiliation of elements having 
no connection with industrial occupa- 
tions and labor unions., it must inev- 
itably become the victim of .manipula- 
tion at the hands of professional poli- 
ticians. It patronage- be divided up | 
among the unions, it results not only j 
in friction and ill fe:'I:n.e between i n d i - 
viduals, but jealousy and ill will be- 
tween separate labor orsanlz.monp. 
Ko division can be made that will not 
provoke discontent. 
This is difficult 


enough to cope with In parties organ- 
ized solely for polifira! action, and it is 
certain that it will become an agsra- 


'(vated and complicated problem in an 
^organization that Is the nu'srosvth of 
and subsidiary to a federation of other 
organizations 
formed 
primarily with 


totally distinct objects in view. 


This is all bad enough, but from the 


standpoint of 
practical 
politics the 


forming o£ a. separate labor party does 
not promise to achieve the results the 
labor unions desire. 
By holding the 


balance of power between candidates 


parties, concessions can be ob- 


alned and remedial legislation pro- 


tooted, but a minority party tinder our 
System can do little beyond saining 
temporary control and the patronage 
usufruct in.-.localitles where the unions 
are particularly strong. 
Outside of 


that they are like the fifth wheel of a 
wagon. 


It Is impossible to keep job chasing, 


persona,1 intrigue and political chicane 
out of any political organization. Dur-

Choice apples are also 
grown in the coast valleys from Santa 
liarb.-ira to the Oregon line and in the 
upper Sacramento valley. 


California 
apples 
are 
now being 


.shipped East in considerable quanti- 
ties. 
In 1901 650 carloads of Belle- 


fleurs grown in the Pajt.ro valley were 
shipped East. 
The apple product of 


that valley for last season amounted 
to 2,200 carloads, of which over 500 
went East. 


The report of the State Board of 


Horticulture for 1901-2 has this to say 
about the apple industry - o f Califor- 
nia.

The Legislature is coining In for its 


regular biennial- scolding for being ex- 
travagant in the matter of attaches. 
This is a stock complaint. We hear it 
every time the Legislature assembles. 
The .subject 
1ms been discussed so 


often anrf with so much vigor that it 
has become almost as disagreeable ai 
an undertaker's bill. 
Still successive 


Legislatures go on sinning in the same 
old way. After all, there is a good deal 
more racket than the matter warrants. 
No apology is offered for the appoint- 
ment of unnecessary attaches, but the 
amount of money wasted' in this wray 
is not large. Suppose there are sixty 
unnecessary attaches — a liberal esti- 
mate,' by the way—at a.n average of $5 
per day each. That would mean $300 a 
day for sixty days—a total of $18,000 
for the session. 
This is a tidy sum, 


but it only comes once in two years, 
and if 
the 
Legislature commits no 


worse extravagance than that the peo- 
ple will have little cause to complain. 
Of course 
extravagance 
is extrava- 


gance, but there are degrees in extrav- 
agance as well as in other things, and 
this is one of the extravagances that 
Is produced by peculiar conditions and 
really does no harm to the public ser- 
vice. . T w o or three times f 18,000 may 
?ie wasted 
or misappropriated- In a 


single measure without provoking- a 
tithe of the criticism that superfluous 
attaches cause. 


Those reformers who bend their en- 


ergies to wiping out the slums of great 
cities will hardly be willing to confess 
that as fast as-a slum is wiped out in 
one place another 
Is 
created some- 


whore else. 
Yet that comes very near 


being the case. 
In New York 
old 


alums'are disappearing while new ones 
are being created. They are the. nec- 
essary consequence of va.st. aggrega- 
tions of the very poor and the 
very 


ignorant in the great cities. Conditions 
in the slums may be greatly ameliorat- 
ed, but the plums; themselves will con- 
iintie to e:iint so long as vice and pov-

VOTING MACHINE LEGISLATION. 
There will be a number of voting ma- 


chine bills Introduced into the 
Legis- 


lature this year, but the most elaborate 
of these measures to appear thus far Is 
that of Senator Knowland • of Alameda, 
who has given the subject a great deal of 
attention. His measure Is practically the 
same as the bill now upon the statute 
books of New Jersey. It Is close in the 
matter of detail, but Is clear and explicit. 


The bill authorizes the employment of 


voting machines at elections for State, 
city, county or township offices, the ma- 
chines to ba under the direction of the 
governing body of the several political 
divisions. 


A COMMISSION. 


A commission Is to be appointed con- 


sisting of three men, one of whom must 
bo a practical expert In the matter of 
machines of the . kind 
specified. 
This 


commission must bo appointed by -the 
Governor within thirty daya after 
the 


passage of the act. The term of office 
la to bo five years. 


It will be the duty of this commission 


to examine voting machines of all Kinds, 
pass upon their availability, determine- 
the kind and amount of work which Is to 
be required of them 
and 
recommend 


them for purchase or reject them. The 
commission Is not confined to the selec- 
tion of a machine of a single pattern. It 
may accept machines of several different 
designs and principles, but each machine 
so selected must satisfy aP. the require- 
ments laid down by the commission. 


NO REGULAR SALARY, 


There Is no regular salary attached to 


the office. 
Tho owner of a machine, who 


i wishes to undergo examination, must de-' 


j posit with the State Treasurer J4BO when 


j the machine Is submitted. 
Out of this 


sum, 
the actual expenses of the inspec- 


tion arc to be .paid and, after that, the 
residue Is to be divided between 
the 


members of the commission, 
to 
repay 


them for their 
time and 
expenditures 


during the examination. 


REQUIREMENTS. 


The act then goes into detail and de- 


mands of tho machine such requirements 
as are needed .in every election. 
The 


contrivance must afford secrecy; enable 
a man to vote a whole or scratched tick- 
et, for bonds or any ether side proposl- 


ly furnished, nnd which was secured for 
the Governor by a committee of Sacra- 
mento citizens, who were anxious to re- 
tain the prestige of tha 
Gubernatorial 


residence here. • 


Dr. Pardee, however, was unwilling to 


lease the place for a longer period than 
six months because he does not know 
whether the residence- here will be con- 
genial or wholesome to the members of 
his family. 


Assemblyman Greer will introduce a

supervisor-elect, can prevent 
It. 
Or. 


Matthews has other powerful Mends in 
the Republican party, but Kelley has 
made the Doctor's fight his own. 


He has announced to Governor Pardee 


that1 the retention of Dr. Maitthews Is all 
he has to ask. It Is that or nothing. 


It Is said that Governor Pardee is very 


kindly disposed toward Kelley for stand- 
Ing: by him at a critical period, and a 
good many are'betting that his disposi- 
tion to oblige,Kelley will In the end out- 
weigh his desire to put Matthews out of 
office, It being conceded that 
he 
will 


stand by tho men who stood by htm. 


It Is not generally known that Kelley 


was a potent factor In securing the nomi- 
nation for Governor Pardee. 
But Kel- 


ley's appearance In Sacramento battling 
to save Dr. 
Matthews, whose 
accom- 


plished daughter he recently wedded, has 
caused the story to leak out. 


Prior to holding the primary election in 


Alameda county last spring there was a 
reorganization of the Republican County 
Committee. 


Much depended upon who obtained con- 


trol. A desperate effort was made by the 
antl-Pardee faction to gain 
the upper 


hand, and It looked at one Umk as If the 
scheme would be successful, for It was 
manipulated by eome of the cleverest 
politicians In the State. The ob1«e: was 


to blast Parade's prospects of obtaining 
the Gubernatorial nomination. It was un- 
derstood that the loss of the County Com- 
mittee would be a, decisive blow at the 
Governor at the outset of his campaign. 


There were two members of the commit- 


tee with whom Kelley's Influence wae 
potent—overmastering, 
In 
fact. 
The 


struggle between the Pardee and anti- 
Pardee factions became so sharply drawn 
that Kelley's two friends held the bal- 
ance of power. 
Kelley's natural affili- 


ations were with the antl-Pardee wing, 
and for a time it looked as if he would 
stand with the side with which he-had 
lined up In the past. 


Kelley himself remained non-committal 


while the game for control was being 
played, but at the last moment thr«w his 
strength to the Pardee wing, and this 
paved the way for Pardee to go to Sacra- 
mento with a. solid delegation at 
his 


back. His action was a body blow to the 
antl-Pardee faction, who counted victory 
as certain up to within six hours of the 
meeting of the committee. 


This action on the 
part 
of 
Kelley 


brought him into close alliance with 
County Clerk John P. Cook, J. Cal Ew- 
Ing and other staunch friends of Gover- 
nor Pardee's, and they are all vigorously 
seconding his efforts to save the scalp of 
his genial Democratic father-in-law. 


The Insiders give this bit of Alameda

treaty the Michigan sugar-producers had 
come to the- conclusion that the treaty- 
was open to objection in that it did not 
Insure stability of tariff rates for any 
clearly specified period. 


What the producers chiefly desire la 


stability of rates which 
-would enable 


them to put additional capital into their 
industry and develop It further -with some 
assurance of success. 


The strong intimation is that unless an 


amendment can be made to the pending 
treaty fixing the rates between this coun- 
try and Cuba for five years, the Michigan 
Congressional delegation will feel 
con- 


strained to oppose ratification 
of • the 


treaty. 


Jn this opposition, It Is said, the Michi- 


gan Congressman will be Joined by others 
representing sugar producing States. 


So far as is known, the President has 


not Indicated what his attitude might be 
in v^--ard to the proposition to amend the 
pending treaty.

Oakland, Janury 9th, 1903. 


To The Citizens of Oakland:—The un- 


dersigned, complying with a request sign- 
ed by fifteen hundred or more citizens, 
asking us to make an "Investigation con- 
cerning the 
Municipal 
Ownership of 


Water and Available Sources of Supply," 
have made 
a 
careful 
Investigation of 


these subjects, and respectfully submit 
the following report: 


We make acknowledgement of the fl- 


nancie.1 aid rendered by the contributors 
to a fund placed at our disposal, which 
has enabled us to obtain engineering tal- 
ent~nf a high order, without which as- 
sistance our labors and the conclusions 
to which they might lead, would have had 
little value, as a guide, for the action of 
our people. 


MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 


This report Is not the place for a gen- 


eral discussion of the municipal owner- 
ship and operation of public utilities, nor 
does tho duty assigned to this committee 
call for extended argument. On the broad 
subject, 
probably 
there 
would 
be 


found. 
among 
the 
members 
of the 


Committee. 
as 
much 
difference 
of 


opinion 
as 
exists 
among 
thinking 


men who have 
considered this 
mat- 


ter; but upon one point this committee is 
agreed—that under 
existing 
conditions 


the City of Oakland should own and dis- 
tribute the water supply to Its citizens, 


As pertaining to this particular utill- 


"ty, the following facts appear: 


Of the one hundred and thirty seven 


'cities In the United States, each having 
a population of 30.000 or more, one hun- 
dred and one own their 
water works. 


while thirty-six do not. 
Of the fifty-six 


cities as large, or larger, in population 
than Oakland. Including Oakland Itself, 
only ten do not own their water supply. 
Of the thirty larger cities, having popu- 
lations ranging from 108.000 upward, only 
two—San Francisco and New Orleans—do 
not own their water supply systems, and 
the latter city has already committed It- 
self to the acquisition of a municipality 
owned supply. 
Several cities are added 


every year to the list of those which have 
acquired municipal water works; while 
very few, If any. instances can be cited 
where cities, having acquired a municipal- 
ly owned supply, have turned the business 
over to private parties. 


The protection of the Public Health Is 


a consideration of the highest importance 
and we believe that this will be most ef- 
fectively promoted by the municipal own- 
ership of water supply; regulations to in- 
sure freedom from pollution can gener- 
ally bo more strictly enforced under these 
conditions, and a city will certainly be 
found more ready to incur expense for 
filtration and for other measures neces- 
sary to promote the purity of its water 
than a private corporation. ' 


INVOLVES LARGE INVESTMENT. 
The operation of a water works plant, 


unlike any other enterprises involving a 
large Investment of capital. Is quite sim- 
ple, and does not require a numerous op- 
erating force or a large number of em- 
ployees In any department. 
A superin- 


tending engineer of scientific attainments 
and good executive ability, can easily and 
with a small force, do all the work neces- 
sary to supply the Inhabitants of Oak- 
land with water, If that water and a good 
distributing system 
Is 
owned 
by the 


city. 


Financial considerations also 
appear, 


on the whole, to favor municipal owner- 
ship of. water. 
Mr. Bird S. Coler, late 


comptroller of tho City of Xew York, 
whoso knowledge 
of 
the 
subject 'and 


whose honesty will hardly be questioned, 
is authority for the statement that the 
water system of that city is a paying 
Investment, "that after paying the in- 
terest on ihe bonds Issued to acquire It 
and provide for the principal, there re- 
mains a substantial profit over the cost 
of maintenance; that while large sums 
must be expended In the future for ex- 
tensions, yet the receipts 
Increase 


even more rapidly than the expenditures, 
and it Is only a matter of time when the 
city will own. free of debt, a vast system 
of water works that will return to the 
public treasury a very large net Income." 


WHAT MAYOR SNYDER SAYS. 


Mayor M. P Synder. of Los Angeles, 


writes to this committee under date of 
December IS, 1902, as follows: • "From 
February 1st, 1902 to November SO, 1902, 
the Los Angeles Domestic Water Works 
have produced for the city a profit of ap- 
proximately $220,000. 
You 
will notice, 


however, that the expenditures have been 
greatly enlarged by reason of improve- 
ment! and extensions of the water plant. 


Public ownership has been demonstrated 
to be a success in Los Angeles, so far as 
the water system. Is concerned." 


The relative charges for water In Los 


Angeles and^Dakland will be shown later. 


Bonds issued for water works are not 


ordinarily paid out of the taxation, and 
interest charges are included In the an- 
nual appropriations, If at all, only as a 
matter of bookkeeping, because |the In- 
come derived from water sold is ample to 
pay both Interest and sinking fund re- 
quirements In addition 
to 
the 
cost of 


maintenance and operation. 


While tho tendency on the part of all 


progressive cities toward municipal own- 
ership of the water supply seems very 
strong, it appears- to us that there aro 
reasons of peculiar weight and force why 
Oakland, as a municipality, should 
take 


over to Itself this business. 
Our people 


are Buffering under a very high schedule 
of water rates. While complete data for 
comparison Is not at hand, it may be 
safely asserted that our rates are among 
the very highest In the country- 
Flat 


rates here are fully double those of Los 
Angeles. The metre rate here to moder- 
ate consumers Is nearly five times the 
rate in force in Los Angeles, being at the 
rate of thirty-three cents per 100 cubic 
feet in Oakland against seven cents in 
Los Angeles. Our rates are based upon 
an excessive capitalization 
(the result 


of a consolidation of two competing com- 
panies) upon a valuation of the existing 
plant, which we believe is greatly in ex- 
cess of the sum necessary for the city 
to acquire for itself an adequate supply 
and a far superior distrlbxiting system, 
and upon a rate of Interest on such valua- 
tion which Is fully twice as much as a 
prosperous city like Oakland should pay 
upon any bonded' indebtedness it might 
Incur to acquire a plant^f its own. 


.' FIXING RATES. 


By virtue of a provision in our State 


Constitution, the duty of fixing rates for 
water supplied by the private corporation 
for use both by the city-and Its inhabit- 
ants, devolves upon the City Council. 
It 


Is manifestly for the immediate financial 
Interest of the private corporation that 
the rates should be fixed as high as pos- 
sible. 
On the other hand, It 13 natural 


that councllmen should be subject to 
some pressure on the part of consumers' 
to have rates fixed on a low scale. 
The 


provisions of the Constitution as to the 
basis or data which shall govern the coun- 
cil In their action on water rates are 
found In practice to be of very uncertain 
interpretation, and they have been made 
to cover almost any rates, high or low, 
which a council may choose to Impose, 
The conflicting Interests 
of corporation 


and consumer have been, antl with the 
continuance of present constitutional pro- 
visions, ever will be. a prolific source of 
Incompetency and corruption In our muni- 
cipal government. With the public mind 
in a constant state of agitation on this 
subject (a condition which is the natural 
result of present excessive water rates), 
we see developed a strenuous effort on 
the part of the corporation to secure the 
election of members 
of 
the 
legislative, 


branch who 
con be counted on to favor 


its interest; while, on the 'other hand, 
there is danger that candidates will be 
nominated and supported by a large ele- 
ment of voters solely on the basis of their 
supposed or professed attitude' towards 
this one question rather than on their 
general high character and integrity, and 
their capacity for dealing with public af- 
fairs, 
Exptri-lence has shown us that these con- 
ditions are sure to lead to inefficiency and 
corruption In our government. 
The mo- 


tive and the opportunity for bribery are 
then present, and It has been well said 
that no safeguard of the law can pre- 
vent corruption when both parties are 
willing. 


No officer of a city government, who Is 


under obligation to a public utility cor- 
poration 'for his nomination and election, 
or for any other reason, is capable of 
judging fairly between the Interests of 
a city and Its citizens, on the one part, 
and those 
of such 
corporation on the 


other. 


Although the law was framed to pre- 


vent oppression, yet in its construction 
and execution It has proved a failure. It 
has been fruitful only of constant con- 
flict between the interests Involved; of 
costly litigation; of corruption In muni- 
cipal politics; of, suspicion In the public 


regarding the integrity of officials; 


of complaints as to the quality of water, 
and of the Inadequacy of service; and, 
more than all, it has failed of Its very 
purpose to bring about such reasonable 
rates as are satisfactory to the great 
body of water consumers. 


THE EVILS ENDURED. 


The evils which the "people of Oakland 


suffer, under the unfortunate system we 
have just reviewed, have become unen- 
durable. 


It may now be p-oper to anticipate and 


to answer the chlel argument that Is cur- 
rently .jused In opposition to municipal 
ownership, viz: "The public cannot suc- 
cessfully administer." The eminently sat- 
isfactory financial results shown by one 
of the largest publicly owned'and oper- 
ated systems in the country, the Metro- 
politan system In Massachusetts, could 
be cited as one example to the contrary; 
but that the management of such an en- 
terprise by a municipality Is not ordin- 
arily as carefully and economically con- 
ducted as by a private corporation, we 
think must 'be admitted. 


The differences are manifest. 
In the private corporation the officials 


and servants aro . appointed under the 
tests of ability and fitness for. their re- 
spective positions. They are actuated by 
the single and common purpose of making 
an adequate profit on the capita! Intrust- 
ed to their care, and each Is held to an 
account of personal responsibility; their 
management being gauged by the finan- 
cial results that In yields. 


MUNICIPAL CONTROL. 


Under municipal control the appolnt-

The most serious objection to j quatc amount of water In case of flre. A 
ments are usually not made upon such 
tests. There Is not the same common In- 
centive spurring officials to give their 
best efforts to the service, and there is 
lacking 
the 
sense 
of 
either 
Imme- 


diate or remote personal responsibility, 
excepting to public opinion, which in some 
instances has been held In silent or open 
contempt. 


These are the real differences; they do 


not affect the principal of municipal ad- 
ministration, but they do affect the 're- 
sults. Knowing this, bad results nr'e dCT 
served by any community that entrusts 
its interests to incompetent, indifferent, 
or bad agents. 
But even unsatisfactory 


results are likely to be far preferable to 
many of the evils that follow In the 
train of the present system based upon 
the law of our State. 


It is evident that with this public serv- 


ice function In the hands of a private cor- 
poration, the business Is not free from 
Interference 
and 
dictation 
by political 


manipulators. It is also subject to levies 
for campaign purposes and 
in various 


ways large expenditures are demanded 
and made of a nature that could not be 
charged on the corporation books, if trie 
latter were open for public inspection. 
The claim Is then mflde, on behalf of 
the corporation, that high rates and large 
earnings are necessary in a business that 
Is subject to the whims of city officials, 
to compensate for the risk it tak<?s of bo- 
ing unfairly treated at their hands. 


We dismiss this branch of our report 


with the following additional quotation 
from Mr, 
Color's 
work 
on Municipal 


Government: 
"Thero Is 
no feature of 


municipal government more firmly estab- 
lished than the simple business proposi- 
tion that cities should own and control 
their water supply. An abundant and in- 
exhaustible supply of water is just as es- 
sential to the life of a city as ground on" 
which to build and air to breathe. 


PRIVATE OWNERSHIP. . 


"The experiment of private ownership 


of water has been tried in various coun- 
tries and ages, always with unfortunate 
results. 
Aside from business considera- 


tions, the private ownership and control 
of the water supply of a city Is repug- 
nant to every sense of freedom and inde- 
pend'ence. 
When people of intelligence 


unite their interests In a close communi- 
ty, they must of necessity make Common 
cause of certain Indispensable rlgnts and 
privileges, chief' among which are the 
means of a healthful existence." 


RECOMMEND ACTION. 


We recommend, that 
the 
citizens of 


Oa3tland take action towards securing- a 
water .supply 
system 
under 
municipal 


ownership. 
This 
conclusion has been 


reached after careful and unprejudiced 
Investigation of the facts. Independent of 
public sentiment on the subject, but we 
feel sure It is 
in accord 
with that of 


the property-owning and tax-paying por- 
tion of our community. 


SOURCES OF SUPPLY. 


Your committee, having come to the 


conclusion that our city should own Its 
water works, has given much time and 
thought to investigating the sources 'of 
water supply. To this end we have em- 
ployed competent engineers 
and 
made 


more or less extended examinations of 
a number of sources, and have rejected, 
as either too expensive, or inadequate, 
all except four^'whlch are: 1—San Pablo 
and Pinole Creeks, supplemented by ar- 
tesian wells within the city limits. 
II— 


The Contra Costa water works. Ill—The 
Nlles gravel bed. usually called by engin- 
eers the 
"Nlles .,.Cone." 
IV—Alameda 


Creek. 
We take them up im their order 


for discussion. 


I. 


SAN PABLO AND PINOLE CREEKS. 
Aoout,eight millions of gallons of water 


per diem can be obtained from San Pablo 
and Pinole creeks -by* tho construction of 
a. reservoir on eithe_r side of one of saiff 
creeks and connecting, by means of a 
diverting dam and flume, the flow of the 
water from the other creek to the res- 


the character of the water from Pinole 
creek can be obviated by diverting the 
water before It reaches tne alkali lands 
on said creek. 
The watershed of these 


two creeks 
is 
thirty-two 
(32) squara 


The watershed of San Lcandra 
which supplies Lake Chabot, io 


miles, 
creek, 
forty-one (41) square miles. Tho rainfall 
on the San Pablo and Pinole watersheds 
is nearly two inchcs^'greater than on the 
San Leandro creek watershed. 
We are 


of the opinion that the City of Oakland 
would fare as well If supplied with water 
from San Pablo and Pinole creeks as it 
floes now from Sen Leandro creek, leaving 
out of consideration the additional water 
supply that the Contra Costa Company 


from its well below the Niles 
obtains 
Cone. 


Under the laws of this State the City 


of Oakland may exercise the right of emi- 
nent domain, ana Tias the power to con- 
demn the lands It may nedd on San Pablo 
and Pinole creeks for tl.e purpose of se- 
curing water 
for 
its 
inhabitants. As 


fight million gallons per day are not suf- 
ficient for the City of Oakland we are of 
the opinion that it can be supplemented 
by artesian wells within the boundaries 
of the City itself. 
We have caused a 


careful survey to be made of all wells 
in the City of Oakland, and filed here 
with a statement showing the results o.f 
those Investigations. 
It may be sumar- 


Izcd as follows:' 


Underlying a large portion of the City 


of Oakland at a sufficient depth to prevent 
any contamination rrum surface drainage 
there are water-bearing strata of vary- 
l,-,g thickness. By proper and systematic 
development a sun-ply of excellent water 
sufficient to supplement that from San 
Pablo and Pinole creeks for the present 
purposes of our people can be obtained, 
but the 
quantity is not 
sufficient for 


future 
needs. 
In 
respect 
to 
the 


quality 
of 
the 
water 
obtainable 


from 
San 
Pablo 
and 
Pinole 
creeks, 


it 
is 
-not 
probable 
that 
It ' Is 
su- 


perior to that from San Leandro creek. 
Our people have had an unfortunate ex- 
perience of the quality of Lake Chabot 
water, and are not likely to be satisfied 
with water from San Pablo and Pinole 
creeks unless means are resorted to for 
thorough filtration. The excellent char- 
acter of ground water that goes through 
a natural 
process of filtration 
will be 


spoken of later on. 


II. 


CONTRA COSTA WATER COMPANY 


WORKS. 


The corporation known as the Contra 


Costa Water Companw, now and here- 
tofore furnishing 
the City 
of Oakland 


with water, obtains Its supply principal- 
ly from two sources. 
First—From the 


watershed of San Leandro creek; and sec- 
ond—>trom artesian walls near Alvarado. 
The water that may be obtained from 
Lake Chabot 
cannot 
be 
increased in 


quantity and does not, In the opinion of 
your committee, exceed the quantity .that 
may 
bo 
obtained - from 
Pinole 
andl 


San Pablo creeks. The water that comes 
from the artesian wells near Alvarado Is, 
no doubt, derived from the Niles grave'! 
beds, which we shall consider at length 
hereafter. 
These gravel 
beds, 
as 
a j 


source of supply may just as well be utl- : 
lized by the City of Oakland as by a prl- j 
vate corporation. 
Under 
any 
circum- ; 


stances the Contra Costa Water Company 
has no means of increasing the quantity 
of water to be. furnished to the City of 
Oakland save by purchasing and utiliz- 
ing the same subterranean waters which 
the city may purchase and utilize. 


DISTRIBUTING SYSTEM, 


We have made an investigation of the 


distributing system of the Contra Costa 
Water Company, now in use, and find It 
Inadequate to the needs of our city. As 
an example: The mains in 'more than one 
hundred and fifty miles of our streets are) 
otily two inches or less In diameter, and 
there are not many places where the 
mains are sufficient to furnish an ade- 


better distributing system would materi- 
ally decrease the cost of Insurance upon 
our property and enhance the value of 
ail our real estate. 


Attached hereto Is a. report upon the 


present distributing system of the Contra 
Costa Water Company. 
Also a report 


made by the present City Engineer, Mr. 
Turner, of the cost of a distributing sys- 
tem such as Oakland should have. 
A 


comparison between Mr. Turner's esti- 
mates of what the ctiy needs, and what 
the Contra Costa Water Company furn- 
ishes us, is instructive. 


In the opinion of your committee the 


real value of all the property of that cor- 
poration Is far below the sum of seven 
million -dollars. 
If the pity of Oakland 


should conclude that Its Interests would 
be best subserved by purchasing- the prop- 
erty of the Contrs, Costa Water Company 
there is no reason, in case the price can- 
not be agreed ipon, why it should not 
avail itself of tho right of eminent do- 
main and 
institute proceedings in the 


courts for the condemnation of- this prop- 
erty for the 
URC of the. city. 
The city 


would have to pay a fair value, to be as- 
sessed by a jury. If the case Is properly 
presented on the part of the city we be- 
lieve a fair verdict coulrl be obtained, do- 
Ing Justice to both the city and to the 
corporation. 


III. 


THE NILES CONE, OR GRAVEL BED., 


The area 'of the water shed of Alameda 


and Calaveras crocks Is about six hund- 
red square miles. 
On some portions of 


this watershed the railfall is small, but 
on other portions It Is large, and will

In a previous age, .according to 


geologists the bottom of the bay of San 
Francisco was lower than at present and 
extended near to the present location of 
the railroad bridge at Nlles: 
Alameda 


creek at one time poured over a preci- 
pice or steep decline, at that point, Into 
the bay, carrying with it large amounts 
of rock and gravel. There was a grad- 
ual filling up of the .lower levels and in 
time, as the rapidity of the flow of water 
delow Niles was decreased, sediment was 
deposited on the gravel 
beds previously 


formed. The bay was slowly filled up and 
the margin of the water crowded further 
west, and the present conditions assum- 
ed shape. 
At the present time the upper 


surface of the gravel bed near Nlles Is at 
or near the surface of the ground, but 
the 
sediment, 
or 
soil, 
over 
the !

becomes 
deeper 
towards 
the 


bay. 
This 
gravel 
bed 
covers 
an 


area of from six to ten square miles, 
and is of unknown depth. 
A well near 


Nlles has been bored to the depth of two 
hundred and twenty-two feet 
without 


reaching its bottom. 
Before water was 


diverted from 
Alameda creek 
by 
the 


Spring Valley Water Works about six 
million gallons flowed, In the dry season, 
dally, through the canyon to the neighbor- 
hood of the railroad bridge below Niles, 
and then sank Into the gravel bed. When 
the winter rains came and Increased the 
quantity of water in the stream there 
was still no visible water In the creek bed 
for a mile or more below Niles, until 
a large amount had been taken up by 'the 
gravel bed. It was not until this gravel 
bed or cone had 'been filled that any water 
appeared in the creek bed below. 
The 


water In this gravel bed undergoes a nat- 
ural process of filtration and is of the best 
quality. 


It is better than it Is possible tc make 


the water from San Leandro Creek or 
from any other creek whose watershed 
is not high up in the mountains or cover- 
ed by a growth of brush and timber. Of 
late years the experience of large cities 
In Kurope-and In tne East, and of. the 
communities In Southern California, dem- 
onstrates that ground water Is of better 
quality and lets subject to variations at 


season than surface waters. At the pres- 
ent time ^fifty-four per cent of American 
cities are dependent on ground water. 
Brooklyn geta all its water from wells. 
London and Paris are largely supplied 
from that source. 
We understand that 


Vienna and some other largo cities use 
only ground water. 
The trend of engin- 


eering authority seems to .favor ground 
water, If H; can be obtained. 
The Bay 


Cities Water Company, that proposes to 
utilize the waters 
of 
Coyote Creek in 


Santa Clara County, and expects to ob- 
tain 50,000,000 gallons per diem there- 
from. Intends to pump the water from a 
great gravel bed into which the creek 
flows, instead of building retaining dams. 
The gravel 
bed 
thoroughly filters the 


water. 
There can be no doubt that the 


N.Ues gravel bed constitutes an Immense 
ns.tural reservoir of filtered water, from 
which sufficient may be obtained, not only 
for Oakland, but also for Berkeley and 
Alameda, unless the inflow into this res- 
ervoir is permanently cut off.

As is well known, the fruit orchards of 
that section of country are wholly depend 
cut upon Irrigation, and, the rainfall for 
the last five years having been small, the 
horticultural interests of Southern Cali- 
fornia have been preserved by develop- 
ing subterranean waters, 
which have 


been proved to be far In excess of any 
heretofore

ground water. lie believes that the Niles 
gravel bed is in part supplied by a per- 
colation from the valleys above through 
openings In the rock below the surface 
of the apparent bed rock. 
In support of 


ills theory he cites us the experience of 
the owners of Irrigation wells driven into 
the gravel beds below the mouth of San 
Antonio creek north of Pomona, 
From 


these wells r large amount of subterran- 
ean water Is obtained for Irrigating the 
orchards below, 
A tunnel was driven 


across the San Antonio creek Just above 
the gravel bed and on the bed rock, in 
order to intercept all the water that came 
down the creek and which did not pass 
over the surface of the creek bed. 
It 


was supposed that by doing so it wou'ld 
tap the source of supply of the wells 
driven in the gravel bed below. The plan 
did not work, for It was found that the 
supply of water to the gravel bed was not 
affected and the wells continued to re- 
ceive their water from the watershed of 
the creek.' 


HERING'S REPORT. 


Mr. Rudolph Herlng, whose reputation 


In the United States as an engineer is sec- 
ond to none, was brought by- your com- 
mittee from New York to investigate the 
same matters submitted to Air. Sanders. 
Mr. Herlng Is most conservative- In his 
opinion, and while he believes and reports 1 
that the Nlles gravel bed, under present 
conditions, will afford an ample supply 
of water to Oakland, yet does not say 
that It is impossible for the Spring Val- 
ley Water Works, by future operations, 
to cut off the Inflow into the gravel bed.

Sanders 
believes 
the 
inflow 


into the gravel bed cannot be shut oft by 
anything that can be done by the Spring 
Valley Water Works, because he is of 
the opinion that more water falls on the 
water sheds of Alameda and Calaveraa 
creeks-than comes down the visible beds 
of those creeks, or Is taken up by evap- 
oration or plant life, and therefore must 
escape Into 
the 
gravel 
bed 
at Nlles 


through apartures In the rock below the 
apparent bed rock. 


Your committee Is not competent to say 


which of these engineers Is right, and 
does not believe It possible to decide the 
question save by actual test. Of course 
It is not a practical question and. will 
never be decided if the Spring Valley 
Water IVorks does not undertake to' prer 
vent a sufficiency of storm water coming 
down AJameda and Calaveras creeks to 
keep the Niles gravel bed full. We do not

Valley Water Works and the City of 
Oakland on this proposition la likely to 
arise. 
The reasons for this will more

prove Is that public necessity requires 
the taking of the property in dispute for 
public use. 
The. first thing, therefore, 


that the Spring Valley Water Work* w«« 
required to prove in the suita brought by 
it was that public neceselty required th« 
diversion of the waters of Alameda crock 
to San Francisco. 
But a teat of that 


question, vU: 
Does the public neceMl- 


ty require the diversion of the water! of 
Alameda creek for the use of the Inhab- 
itants of San Francisco, was carefully 
avoided, as we aro informed. In every C&M 
tried In the courts. 


In those cases it was shown that thei 


owners of riparian right ' had received

RIGHT TO THE WATER. 


It might also be a question. In case 


there la not sufficient water available for 
San Francisco, and likewise not enough 
for Berkeley, Alameda and Oakland ouf.- 
slde of Alameda creek, whether the last 
named cities do not have a prior right 
for their own supply from the waters of 
Alameda creek before there can be any 
diversion to San Francisco. 
Our people j 


can no more live without water than any ' 
other.. We must have it. It is absolutely 
essential, not only to the prosperity, but ; 
even to the continued existence of the 
communities on this side of the hay, and 
It cannot be tolerated that our only suf- j 
flcient source of supply should be taken 
from us by a corporation to sell to an- 
other city. 
And the case is made much i 


worse when the large amount of water 
furnished by Pescadero, San Oregorio-and 
Butano creeks, and other streams on tho 
same side of the bay. are not utilized for 
the purpose of supplying San Fr.incisco. 
or, if they are not sufficient, that that j 
city does not avail itself of Coyote Creek ' 
or other creeks in Santa Clara County, j 
or bring this necessary of life from the,:

Section -1240 of the Code of Civil pro-

CONCLUSION. 


As a result of our investigations your 


committee is of the opinion that the city 
of Oakland should take into its own hands 
the supplying of its

We therefore recommend the construc-

CASE IN COURT. 


The Contra Costa Water Company join- j 


ed In the petition to the Supreme Court 
for a rehearing in Katz vs. Walkinshaw, 
for if the Court should affirm that case, j 
then, of course, the pumping from the 
Dingee wells can be enjoined, unless the 
Contra Costa Water Company pays the 
owners of the property covering the grav- 
el bed.

It is the opinion of competent engin- 


eers that the lands between. Nlles and the 
bay, 
and covering this Cone, will not be 


affected at all by pumping out the water 
from the gravel beds below, or by shut- 
ting off the Inflow from Alameda creek. 
They say the only possible effect will be 
to 
lower 
the 
wells 
bored 
Into' 
the 


'gravel bed. but as this water Is only used 
for domestic purposes, and can only be 
used for domestic purposes of the farm- 
ers living on the land, except In the case 
of the Contra Costa Water Works and 
some manufacturing establishments, the 
amount of damage that Oakland would 
have to pay would undoubtedly be small. 


GRAVEL BEDS. 


By resorting first to the gravel beds 


for water wo may avoid conflict with the 
Spring Valley Water Works, for 'we may 
be able to get all we need from these 
gravel beds notwithstanding anything the 
Spring Valley Water Works may do. But 
In the evert that the \nflow of water to 
the Nlles Cone is shut off, the ownership 
by Oakland of a distributing system and 
a pipe line to Nlles will be of great ad- 
vantage, because the city then will be in 
a position either to make a favorable con- 
tract with the Spring Valley Water Works 
or to proceed by condemnation to acquire 
a suflicient supply from Alameda creek 
for our needs. 


As a larger amount of water can-be ob- 


tained from Alameda creek and Calaveras 
creek than is n'ecessary at present for the 
use of the people on this side of the bay, 
there is no reason in law, nor objection 
from a business point of view, to the 
City of Oakland entering into a contract 
with the 
Spring Valley Water Works 


whereby the last named corporation shall 
undertake to supply, at or near Nlles, 
water at a satisfactory rate per million 
gallons per diem, to be diverted at that 
point into the water .works and distribut- 
ing system belonging to the City of Oak- 
land. 
If the City of Oakland Insists upon 


its 
rights 
we have 
no doubt that a 


reasonable arrangement, 
fair 
to the 


Spring Valley Water Works and fair to 
our City, 
can 
be 
made 
for diverting 


water, at Niies from Alameda creek for 
the use of our people. 


SPRING VALLEY'S POSITION. 


And' in case that an arrangement by 


contract cannot be made with the Spring 
Valley Water Works we have no doubt 
that the courts will -up hold the people of 
Oakland In their right to condemn and 
appropriate the waters of Alameda creek, 
as against any claim that may be set up 
by the Spring Valley Water Works. That 
corporation should be notified, and so 
should the people of San Francisco, that 
the cities on this side of the bay intend 
to assert their rights to the waters of the 
two streams -spoken of whenever that 
water becomes an absolute necessity for 
our use. -All futxire expenditures made 
by the Spring Valley Water Works in 
developing or Impounding the waters of 
those two creeks should be with full no- 
tice that Oakland, Berkeley and Alameda 
know their right's in the premises ana will 
enforce them. 


Before concluding our report we desire 


to add that the time may come when it 
will he to' the Interest of all the people 
about the bay of San Francisco, Includ- 
ing San Francisco, San Jose, Oakland, 
Alamedft and Berkeley, to bring from the 
Sierras enough water to meet the needs 
of all tbelr .inhabitants. 
Whenever con- 


certed action can be taken In that di- 
rection by the cities named a cheap and 
abundant supply of as fine water as there 
is in the world can be obtained. 
The 


first cost of the undertaking, however. Is 
so great that even the largest of the 
cities .named will not, probably, for some 
years to come, undertake it on Its own 
account, unaided by its sister cities. But 
it is altogether 
probable that private 


ca.pital will, In the near future, utilize 
the waters of one cr more of the rivers 
flowing rlo^iii the western slope of the 
Sierras .for, generating electric power, and 
then, aJ'ter using it for that purpose, con- 
duet tho water to the bay of San Fran- 
cisco for the use of trie inhabitants of 
the different cities about It. 


THE COST. 


We believe the accompanying estimate 


of City Engineer F. C. Turner, being $2,- 
751,000 for everything except water rights 
and necessary 
real 
estate 
outside the 


city-for pumping plants, etc., Is a liberal 
estimate; that It is ample for the conT 
structlon of a modem and efficient plant, 
and that he has made allowance for pres- 
ent high prices'of materials and labor. 


We cannot' make a close estimate of 


tho cost of acquiring necessary water 
rights and real estate for pumping plants, 
but we do not believe it will exceed $600,- 
000.

It Is our opinion that the total cost.of 


the entire system, including the water, 
can be kept' within the sum of $3,500,000, 


Herewith are presented the reports of

utive system, and of Mr. Miller on wells 
In the City limits of Oakland, .and on the 
distributive, system ' "of Contra Costa 
Water Cfertipany.

Finally your committee desires to say 


that the .most important requisite for se- 
curing an adequate supply of water at 
reasonable cost, is the election to the 
legislative body of our city of representa- 
tive men, of character, ability, and firm- 
ness. Tho money for water must be rais- 
ed by the issue of bonds, and our people 
will never vote for a bond Issue until they 
know and have confidence in the men who 
must handle the large sums necessary 
to make the enterprise a success. 
There 


must bo .negotiations with able corpor- 
ation managers. 
A weak council, how- 


ever honest, cannot compete on equal 
terms with such men. 
Our representa- 


tives must know when and how to nego- 
tiate, and when and how to fight. 
Our 


city is.in a difficult position, and we can- 
not get out of it unless we elect our best 
citizens to otitco. If we can elect an hon- 
est and ca'pable council, all other civic 
good things will be added unto us. -

RUDOLPH HERING'S REPORT. 


Oakland. Dec. 30, 1902. 


To the Citizens' Committee on the In- 


vestigation of Water Supply for the City 
of Oakland, California. Gentlemen: Tou 
have requested me 
to Investigate 
the 


available sources of subterranean water 
at Niles and vicinity and to designate 
the quantity which 
may 
be 
supplied 


therefrom to the City of Oakland. 


For this purpose after meeting your 


chairman and obtaining from, him par- 
ticulars, I . proceeded to Hay-wards- and 
went over the territory which Is called 
tho Nlles Cone and 
from which 
it is 


sought to obtain a supply. 


The next day I met your committee 


and fn genera!! outlined what I believed 
could bn done to answer your question 
within the limited time available. 
On a 


subsequent day I examined a large por- 
tion of the valley of this Alameda ar<t 
Calaveras 
Creeks 
abbvti * tho canyon 


through which tha water of these two 


creeks reaches the cone at the base of 
the mountain range. 


For the purpose to hand you have also. 


placed at my disposal numerous maps, 
reports and other data bearing; upon the 
question, all of which I have carefully 
examined. 
No special surveys, borings, 


gauglngs or 
other 
field 
measurements 


have been made by me. 


From my personal examination of the 


ground, from what you have furnished 
me, and from experience I have gained 
In similar cases I respectfully present the 
following report: 
- 
• 


PERPETUAL SUPPLY. 


To maintain a constant draft of water 


at any locality there must be from some 
source a perpetual supply of at least the 
same quantity of water, which primary 
source is the rainfall upon the water- 
shed or drainage area above .the point 
where the draft is made. In the present 
case the area is the watershed of Ala- 
meda and Calaveras Creeks above Nlles, 
stated as being about six hundred; square 
miles, and the rainfall Is1 the precipita- 
tion upon this area. 


From the Ralnfal 
Distribution Map, 


accompanying a report on irrigation and 
water supply of California by William 
Ha-mllton Hall, State Engineer, I find the 
precipitation at various points at or near 
the watershed to be as follows: 


Niles, 16.75 Inches; Pleasanton, 17.23 .In- 


ches; Livermore, 13.71 inches; Altamont, 
6.S5 inches; Mount Diablo, 16.70 Inches; 
Mount Hamilton, 37.16 inches. 


From your secretary I have received a 


statement of the rainfall gauged for 22 
years at San Leandro Lake or Lake Cha- 
bot, from which I find the average-at 
this point to be 22.6 inches. 


Taking into consideration 
the extent, 


character and distribution of the several 
characteristic parts of this entire water- 
shed, I believe that 20 Inches is a fair 
average to assume for the mean annual 
rainfall upon it, a figure which is at least 
sufficiently close for the present purpose. 


Of this rain the main part Is evaporated 


from the surface of the ground, or dis- 
appears by being absorbe'fl 
by plants." 


Another part visibly runs off on the sur- 
face into the creek and reaches the "hew 
dam of the" Spring Valley Water -Works. 
The remaining part of the water perco- 
lates In and through the soil until - It 
reaches the water tabel, from .which'it is 
finally discharged as spring or .escapes In 
the form of myriads of streamlets into 
the open water courses, creeks, ditches 
or Into the bay. 


HIS OWN CONCLUSION. 


No exact division of these parts seem to 


be available in this case, and I have been' 
obliged to form my own conclusion, based 
on similar cases in other localities, on 
the 
concentration of the 
rainfall over 


about six months of the year, on the 
average declivity of the surface and per- 
meability of the soil, on 
the 
existing, 


ground water development, and on the 
amount of vegetation covering the area. 
My best judgment would divide the an- 
nual rainfall of 20 Inches into not over 
two and two-thirds inches of surface run- 
off under present conditions of develop- 
ment, one-third inch for ground water 
runoff, and 17 inches..for evaporation. 
It 


Is probable that the runoff will be rather 
leas and not more than these amounts. 


A water supply auch as we are con- 


sidering is dependent upon the minimum 
and not on the. average rgJnfall. A city 
must have an ample source at all times, 
and particularly in dry seasons, in order 
to prevent possible injurious sanitary re- 
salts and danger from a large conflagra- 
tion. 


In view of the largo underground stor- 


age which is found available at Nlles, 
it is proper to take the minimum rain- 
fall, not for a single year but for two 
low years In succession. From the Lake 
Chabot records we have the following: 


1884-85, 12.92 inches; 1885-86, 20.35 Inches; 


18S6-S7, 15.43 Inches; 1887-88, 14.59 inches; 
1888-89, 17.05 inches. 


We have the following Mount Hamilton 


observations: 1887-88, -17.66 Inches; 1888-8*, 
25.73 Inches. 


For tlnese two periods of drought I do 


ntft think we should assume an annual 
average for the entire watershed In ques- 
tion of more than 15 Inches which in 
my opnlon would be liberal allowance. 


The foregoing division? of the rainfall 


Into evaporation and runoff, 
when re- 


ferred to this small rainfall, would, in my 
judgment -give not over one and three- 
fourths Inches for 
the 
surface 
runoff, 


one-fourth Inch for the 
ground 
water 


runoff, and about 13 inches for evapora- 
tion. I even feel sure that a year might 
occur when the rain would fall in such 
light quantities that the total combined 
runoff might be reduced to one inch In- 
stead of two inches, precedents for which 
have occurred in this neighborhood. 


SPRING VALLEY. 


The Spring 
Valley 
Water 
Works 


through their position have at present 
the prior right to the two inches and' re- 
spectively one Inch of ralnfall..per annum 
which a dry year would 
furnish. 
But 


their present works are not capable of 
taking away more than about two-flfths 
of one inch or rainfall. If two Inches of 
rain are available, then, after deducting 
what they remove, one and three-fifths 
Inches remain; If but one inch Is avall^ 
able, but three-flths of an Inch remain. 
The question now arises as to how much 
of this remainder can be secured for the 
present purpose. 


I am well satisfied, and this opinion Is 


confirmed by Prof. A. C. Lawson of the 
University of California, that no ground 
water In any appreciable quantity pre- 
colates through the rocks of the moun- 
tains separating the watershed 
of tho 


Alameda croek above the Spring Valley 
Water Works dam Jnto Nlles Canyon to 
the plains below. Whatever water 
la 


availbcle below must pass over this -dam 
or be supplied by the rainfall upon the 
plains themselves. Regarding the value- 
of the latter during a dry year, the quan- 
tity would hardly be-appreciable, on ac- 
count of both the smallness of the area 
and the clay soil covering a large part of 
It. .which would tend to cause a more 
complete runoff, and after finding its way 
Into the creeks would become unsuitable 
for a domestic supply. 


"We are therefore confined to the con- 


sideration . of the water which flows over 
the Spring Valley Water Works dam, or, 
In the usual term, Is wasted after this 
corporation's conduit is filled. 


WATER SUPPLY. 


The water from a two-Inch runoff on 


six hundred square miles 
Is 2,787,840,000 


cubic feet, or 20,908 million gallons per an- 
num or say 57 million gallons per day, 
uniformly distributed at to time. 
De- 


ducting the quantity withdrawn by. the 
water works, let us suppose it to be the 
present maximum of ten million gallons, 
we still have a theoretical average over- 
flow during a dry year of 47 million gal- 
lons per day or 17,258 million gallons per 
annum. 


To utilise this water, as much of It as 


practicable must bo held back and tem- 
porarily stored, and not discharged ..Into 
the San Francisco bay as at present by 
the surface and underground flows. The 
Nlles Cone has been suggested for this 
purpose, which 
is an 
accumulation of i 


gravel and sand deposited ages ago by j 
the Alameda creek after It. emerged from 
the canyon and <emptled 'Its waters -upon 
the plains. 
The material Is very porus 


and at present readily yields large sup- 
plies of water. Many wells have been 
•unk Into It. Borne of which are Bald to 
yield a thousand gallons per minute. 
Tha. surface at the croundwaur 


from the canyon to the bay. Usually the 
slopes In such material ranges from three 
to six feet per' mile -varying with the 
quantify of flow, the* greater slope being 
found In wet weather. In dry weather 
the level of the groundwater 
at Niles 


should therefore be much lower than in 
wet weather, while'there can practically 
be no difference near the bay. 


CHARACTER OF GRAVEL. 


I have examiner tn« character of this 


gravel, both In place at the creek and 
after it had been excavated from near 
the .surface. If the gravel maintains this 
character throughput its bed. 1 should 
say that from one cubic foot it was prac- 
ticable to withdraw a quantity of water 
equal to one-sixth of a cubic foot. At its 
best, -one-third of the contents of such 
gravel consists of voids which may hold 
water. The sizes of the grains In this 
case, however, are quite Irregular, which 
'reducea the void content, and besides the 
capillarity will not allow.all of the water 
to be withdrawn. Therefore one-sixth of j 
the total mass, Is, In my opinion, about 
the proper figure here 
to allow. 
This! 


reasoning holds good In the case of sand j 
as well as grtvel. 
In the former the i 


water is withdrawn less 
rapidly, 
and 


therefore requires more frequently _placed 
wells and finer strainers than grave!. 


I am Informed that there are at least 


six square miles over which this gravel 
extends. One square mile having 27,878,400 
square feet of surface, 
can 
therefore 


store 3,846,000 cubic feet of usable water 
for every foot In depth. 
Therefore 
to 


withdraw dally one million cubic feet or 
7,500,000 gallons, or annually 2,737 million 
gallons from this area, without any re- 
plenishment^ we need about 13 feet of 
depth. 
Or, we could withdraw daily 15 


millions gallons, or annually, 5,475 million 
gallons, by drawing the water from the 
gravel to a. depth of about.26 feet. 
The 


gravel at some places extends to a. very 
much greater depth. Whether this depth 
Is equally great over the entire six square 
miles I have no evidence, but the indica- 
tions favor a depth more than sufficient 
for the present purpose. 
Jn fact, 
tha j 


available storage capacity seems to he 
so large that a uniform dally draft can 
not be effected even by a very irregular 
replenishment of the water. 


MILLIONS OF GALLONS. 


,It Is therefore clear from the data that 
have been given me and from my own 
eliminations, that the 'Nlles Cone has 
sufficient storage capacity to furnish a 
da.lly supply, of 15 million gallons through- 
put a whole, .year without any replenish- 
ment whatever from Aiameda creek dur- 
ing this time. 
. .' 


"V^ have now to examine into the im- 


porrant connecting link between the deli- 
very of the water over the dam above 
Nllefi, and the storage of the same in the 
Nlles Cone. 


It has been concluded above that under 


present conditions of, .development there 
may be 47 million gallons of walfer per 
da.y 
or 17,258 million gallons per annum 


wasting over the Spring Valley Water 
Works dam in dr 
years, with a remote 


possibility that occasionally there might 
be perhaps but one-half this amount, or 
• 


even still less. It has , also.- been found I 
that the storage capacity of the Nlles 
Cone Is sufficient to withdraw therefrom 
da,lly 15 million .gallons, or annually 5,475 j 
million gallons for one whole year with- 
out any replenishment whatever. 
i 


The limits for the present problem of | 


a perpetual su;.<ply lie In the transfer of 
the present' flood waters of the creek to 
the 
gravel 
beneath, which 
transfers 


should be sufficiently rapid to utilize as 
far as possible the full ca.pacity, both of 
the available source of water and of the 
storage reservoir. 


The only local facts that seem to be 


available for the purpose 
of 
throwing 


light upon 
this 
question, 
are certain 


guagings made by' George F. Allardt, C. 
E., and which are obtained from testi- 
mony he. gave in this city on January 
18th, 
1901. He reports that his gauglngs 


on December 17th, 1S96 showed a loss of 
water by percolation Into the gravel un- 
derlying the creek between 
Bed Rock 


Dam and Bell Ranch Bridge, of 27,580,000 
gallons per day, but that the water in the 
river on that day was spreading over 
only one-sixth of the width of the en- 
tire bed. 


ESTIMATE OF WATER. 


From this 
and other 
Information he 


makes an estimate 
of the 
amount of 


water, which, during the rainy 
season, 


WQuld percolate Into the gravel between 
the above points. After determining the 
average number of rainy flays in the win- 
ter to be. 48, he concludes that 
during 


these days there would niter into the 
gravel from the creek 7.1S9 million gal- 
lons, or about 150 million gallons per day. 


From an entirely independent but com- 


petent source I have received an esti- 
mate that the percolation, from the creek 
has been at the rate of about 100 million 
gallons per day; for 48 days this would 
give 4,80f> million gallons as filtering into 
the gravel during this time. 


The average dally flow of the.creek dur- 


ing the time when Mr. Allardt made his 
estimate, Is stated by him to have been 
about a thousand million gallons. 
He 


also reports that below the Nlles bridge, 
the creek becomes dry soon after the ces- 
sation of rains and remains dry all sum- 
mer, 
and gives it as his opinion -that in 


the dry year of 18S7 to 
'S8 the 
total 


amount of water passing over the Water 
Works dam for one year, after deducting 
tho amount diverted into the conduit, was 
about 6,981 million gallons. 
I have no 


reason to question these deductions. 


As the rate of consumption is 15 mil- 


lion gallons per day. 
It 
appear, 
as- 


suming Mr. Allardt's deduction to be cor- 
rect, that during the single dry year of 
1HS7-8S there would have been enough In- 
f£Heratlon to replenish the entire amount 
withdrawn. Assuming that' the rate of 
1'llU-atlon had been only 
one 
hundred 


minion gallons a day for 48 days, 'there 
would have been a partial withdrawal of 
the storage reserve 
of only 
675 million 


gallons, a small amount compa-red with 
the total reserve, not to speak of the In- 
filtration during the remaining part of 
the year. 


In the practice of water and sewage fil- 


tration through gravel and sand, a large 
experience has been gained with the rates 
at which water will pass through por- 
ous materials. 
The character of sand 


beat suited for such purposes might be 
popularly characterized as equal to that 
of good mortar sand. The rate of perco- 
lation of average river water for the 
present purpose through this material 
may be taken at four million gallons per 
acre per day, providing the surface sand 
wn.j kept In 'a fairly 
clean 
condition, 


wlttah the flowing water of the creek, 
or.'I some special attention could accom- 
plish. A coarser material would allow of 
a greater rate of fllteratlon. 


NILES CONK SUPPLY. 


.Applying this conclusion and assuming 
that the length of the gravel bed In the 
river from Bed Rock dam to Bell Ranch 
bridge Is 30,000 
feet, and 
Its 
average 


effective "width is 50 .feet, the area for 
fllteratlon would be about 35 acres. 
Tak- 


ing a rate of fllteration of but four mil- 
lion gallons per acre per day, we would 
have a percolation of 140 million gallons 
per day, which .practically confirms Mr. 
A.lhirdt's deduction from 
his 
measured 


•Aows. 


ft would be repeated, however, that this 


i'tt.te, If continued Indefinitely, means the 
nireesslty of preventing the surface of the 
bi»il from eventually clogging by filling up 
»r the interstice* near the surface with 
'3lity or silt brought down br th« turbid 


waters of freshets. 
To prevent this'oc- 


currence no other difficulty except care- 
ful attention .aind an occasional raking 
over of some parts of the surface should 
be met. The liitermlttant dry seasons 
wSuld help materially to Improve the con- 
dition. 


Notwithstanding the fact that the fig- 


ures which I have given ; contain mar- 
gins of safety, a supply drawn from ,ihe 
Niles Cone would necessitate careful at- 
tention to all the conditions affecting it 
eo as to conserve the available water to 
the greatest practicable- extent. Tlie fig- 
ures apply clearly to the entire output 
of water which is now available, and to 
conditions following any changes that 
could effect the 
present flow 
over the 


Spring Valley Water Works dam. 


There Is another, 
but 
much 
smaller 


source of supply of the same character 
which could bo obtained In the same way, 
situated along the conduit line, ' which 
would connect the Niles Cone with your 
city. Where the San Lorenzo creek Is- 
sues from the mountains there is also a 
well marked cone of the same gravelly 
character as the Nlles Cone,, and it would 
probably yield at least from, one to two 
million gallons daily, during the driest 
season, judging from 
the 
extent ' and 


character of the area supplying It with 
water. 


SUBTERRANEAN SOURCE. 


You have asked me to state my opinion 


regarding the advantages of using a sub- 
terranean source of water for a city sup- 
ply. 
It has been held for some time In 


Europe and recently also hare, that there 
are but two sources of water supply for 
a modern community which are safe from 
hygienic arid acceptable from an aesthe- 
tic standpoint. These sources are natur- 
ally filtered water, otherwise known ae 
spring, well or groundwater, and arti- 
ficially filtered river or lake water, such 
as Is furnished in a number of European 
cities and now is being Introduced in our 
own country. All other sources are grad- 
ually being considered either objectionable 
or open to suspicion on account of their 
unprotected and exposed condition. Be- 
tween the two acceptable 
sources pre- 


ference Is given in Europe to the ground- 
water ' wherever available and practi- 
cable, for the reason that, with safe- 
guards easily 
obtained, the process of 


purification is conducted by nature ac- 
cording to definite, fixed laws, anS re- 
moved from any possible carelessness-or 
Ignorance on the part of those operating 
an artificial - filter. If 
the 
ground 
or 


spring water Is free from surface or min- 
eral pollution, no objection can be m.ade 
to it, and It has been In fact alwaj's'the 
favorite water for mankind. 


In the above discussion 
nothing 
has 


been said concerning the details of pump- 
ing required to take the water at a suita- 
ble and safe level at times both of plenty 
and of drought, nor of the most suita- 
ble location on this cone for the extrac- 
tion of the water. 
Further, the 
opin- 


ions and conclusions advanced have re- 
ference to 
the 
engineering standpoint 


alone, and are Independent of any legal 
or property right questions that might 
arise in the carrying out of this project. 


Briefly to sum up the conclusion, It can 


be said, that the storage capacity of the 
Niles Cone, the quantity of water now 
flowing over tha Spring Valley Water 
\Vorks dam 
and 
naturally precolating 


Into this cone from the river bed, are 
together sufficient to assure a safe per- 
manent draft of water below Nlles of 15 
million gallons per day.

REPORT OF W. H. SA-NDEH8.. - 


To the Citizens' Committee on Water 


Supply of the City of Oakland, Alameda 
County, California. 


Gentlemen: .Agreeable to your request 


made at the time of my recent visit to 
your city, I present the following report 
upon- the water supply of the Nlles Cone 
and vicinity. 
The investigation

I. RA.INFALL. 


Statistics show that the average rain- 


fall of San Francisco for 47 years was 
about 23 inches. I believe the conclusion 
Is fully warranted that the rainfall on 
the entire area of the watershed under 
consideration, will average 
at least as 


much aa the rainfall in the City of San 
Francisco. 


II. WATERSHED. 


The area of the 
watershed 
tributary 


to the Xiles Cone is, approximately, 600 
square .miles -and 
tho Alameda 
creek, 


with its tributaries, Is the principal drain- 
age streams. 


At the point Where It debouches from 


the mountains, the elevation Is about 100 
feet. 
The detritus from the mountains 


forms a cone with the apex above the 
Nlles bridge, but below the Spring Val- 
ley Water Works' dam, and spreads to 
the south and west in the form of a fan, 
'the axis of the cone lying In about a. 
straight line from 
the Nlles bridge to 


Centervllle. The western part of the cone 
verges Into another cone, which I desig- 
nate as the Haywards cone, somewhere 
near Alvarado. 


These cones are built up of boulders 


and gravel carried out of the canyons by 
floods, the coarsest material 
being de- 


posited near the canyon,, the finer being 
carried farther away, 
thus forming a 


series of porus strata at different eleva- 
tions. 
Through these series 
of porus 


strata, the underflow of water pasaes, or 
Is retained, forming an underground res- 
ervoir as 
shown 
tn the 
Allardt 
and 


Browne Profile and Map.. 


III. 
RUNOFF. 


The runoff Is a much more 
difficult 


problem to solve. 
The • most 
reliable 


basis of estimate Is found !:n the meas-. 
tired runoff for a series of yea-rs, but if 
that is not to be obtained, as close an 
estimate as possible may be made from 
other streams in the district whose flow 
Is known. 


LoConte estimates that In the vicinity 


of San Francist»o when the yearly rain- 
fall is 10, 20, 30, 40 or 50 Inches, the run- 
off Is approxlmat'fly -05, 2, 9, 18 and 30 In- 
ches respectively. 


Schuyler's work- on Reservoirs for Irri- 


gation etc., page £03 says: "The average, 
precipitation over all the Spring Valley 
Water Works' sheds, during the seven 
years from 186S to 1875, was 43 5-10 Inches, 
from which the mean runoff was 35 5-10 
per cent. Including loss by 
evaporation. 


These watersheds are partly wooded, un- 
dulating pasture 
lands, 
uncultivated, 


covered with deep soil, and clothed with 
native grasses that spring up annually 
from seed and have little permanent sod. 
The results of th« measured catchment 
from the areas Indicates, that in general 
terms, on watersheds of this character 
found 20 to 35 inches of rainfall are an- 
nually taken, into the soil and absorbed 
In plant growth and evaporation." The 
above is an exact quotation from Mr. 
Schuyler but 1t will be observed that he 
has oinltted any estimate for percolation. 
He has apparently allowed for evapora- 
tion twice. It will be seen that If K .5 
»r cent goes to runoff and evaporation, 
It leaves 64 .5 per cent for plant life and 
percolation. 


I am informed that tha watershed un- 


der consideration. Is, much of It, covered 
with a sandy porous soil. With a water- 
shed of tbti .character. It U Mf* to M- 


sume that 60 per cent, or 11H lnche» of 
a 23 Inch rainfall, percolate through the 
soil and descends rapidly to a point be- 
yond the reach of vegetatfon and aug- 
ments the ground supply. 


Eleven and one-half Inches rainfall per- 


colating over the watershed under con- 
sideration, gives -119,926 million -gallons, 
which represents, on this basis of esti- 
mate, the amount of water that-enters 
the ground and becomes the ground sup- 
ply. 


The total watershed of 600 square mllea 


with 23 Inches rainfall gives 239.S52. mil-, 
lion gallons. ' 
• - . . • • ' 


The LeConte estimate of runoff for this 


amount o'f rainfall would'be 4.1 inches, 
equal to 42,756 million gallons, leaving 
197.096 mlllon gallons for plant life, evap- 
oration and percolation. Allowing 50 per 
cent of above (or 41 per cent 
of total 


rainfall) for percolation, gives 98,530 mil- 
lion gallons replenishment to the ground 
supply. 


If these assumptions are right for run- 


off, plant .life and evaporation, it is self 
evident that the ground supply, or. per- 
colating

Commttee—"the effect of a large diver- 
sion of water In the Nlles Canyon?"—I 
reply that it would undoubtedly 
effect 


the flow or 
runoff 
below 
the bridge, 


thereby decreasing' the replenishment of 
the cone. In so far as its replenishment 
Is supplied by stream flow below the 
point of diversion. But inasmuch as my 
experience in Southern California shows 
that quits a large proportion of the rain- 
fall on watersheds does not appear In the 
surface flow at the mouth of the canyon 
and la not accounted for in loss by plant 
life and evaporaton, therefore I conclude 
that the water otherwise accounted for 
must find a subterranean outlet.

It la towards a stream, lake or sea, and 
that th.i water will seek

accessible channel. 


In the watershed under consideration 


the natural Inference would.be that It 
percolates towards these gravel beds, be- 
ing the nearest accessible outlet. If this 
water did not find some outlet the soil 
would be surcharged with water over a 
considerable area of the lowlylng lands 
of the watershed.

level. You will observe, however, that my 
estlmates'do not' take''aky' of this water 
Into account. 


V. DRAFT ON CONE. 


About 30 per cent of this 17,595 million 


gallons, I place as the ma.ximum draft 
for the cone by a series of wells. Re- 
liable data would Indicate that of water 
pumped from this gravel bed or cone, for 
irrigation purposes, from 40 to 60 per-cent 
finds it way by percolation to the gravel 
bed.

of influence" has been lowereri. 


CONCLUSION. 


I am convinced that the City o:f Oak- 


land would make no mistake in select- 
ing, as Its source of supply, the Niles 
Cone. I believe that soured to be thor- 
oughly reliable, and I suggest

quisition by the city of various tracts, 
considerably scattered within this "general 
water-bearing gravel area.

This pipe Is all included In the sched- 


ule of street mains. 
These figures did 


not go in as evidence but as previously 
stated were the result of agreed scaled 
measurement by A. L. Hewson for the 
Water Company and the undersigned. 
It Is thus seen that of the old Contra 


Costa Water Company pipe system, inside 
the city limits, 51 per cent is two inches 
and less in diameter and of the Oakland 
Water Company pipe S3'3tom 19 per cent 
is also. 
J. T. Fanning C. E., a recognized au- 


thority on tho subject, states that a 4-. 
Inch water main Is required to supply 
one fire hose stream. 


Six 2-inch plpo are necessary to equal 


one 4 inch pipe under prevailing condi- 
tions. From this data your committee 
can draw your own conclusions as to the 
adequacy of the existing pipe system. 


Second: I also failed to find any direct 


testimony covering an estimate of the 
cost of a new distributing pipe system for 
Oakland. 


Several of the engineers for the city 


were asked, while upon the witness stand, 
what It would cost to construct a com- 
plete distributing: pipe system equivalent 
to the two existing pipe systems.

Relative to distributing reservoirs, the 


old C. C. Co. had but one (the Highland 
Park at Twenty-first avenue and East 
Thirtieth street) capacity 1,500,000 gallons,

five reservoirs, all but one of which (the 
Orange street) were used essentially for 
storing water from Piedmont tunnels. 


A new distributing system would not 


require more than two distributing res- 
ervoirs located at high elevations and the 
cost of each would range from $15,000 to 
$20,000 according to size and design. 


Third: Relative

sumption of water In Oakland, the testi- 
mony shows that the engineers in the 
case all agreed substantially that 75 gal- 
lons per capita is s fair allowance under 
a metered system.

Supply. 


Gentlemen: Pursuant to your 
verbal 


instructions I have made a superficial 
Investigation of the water supply 
ob- 


tained for the ground within tho area of 
this city and respectfully report, rela- 
tive thereto, as follows: 


A personal canvass of the entire city 


was made upon a bicycle and wherever 
a private water supply was In evidence a 
call was made at the premises and an 
effort made, to secure the necessary in- 
formation to fill the following prepared 
form. 
(Except during tho latter part of 


the canvass where general 
information 


from a well driller was substituted for 
details from occupants of premises.) 


1. Name of owner. 
2. Location. 
3. Elevation ground siirface. 
4. Elevation normal water plane. 
5. Elevation low water plane. 
6. Diameter of well. 
7. Depth of well. 
8. Number of water bearing Sub stra- 
. _ tas. 
9. .Depth and thickness of such stratas. 
10. Size and character of pump. 
11. Capacity of tank. 
12. Kind and^ capacity of power. 
13 Dally average working hours of 
pump. 


14. Quantity pumped daily. 
15. Number people supplied. 
16. Number buildings supplied. 
37. Dally consumption per capita. 
18. When constructed. 
19. Quality of water. 
20. Cost of complete plant. 
In all cases a portion of this data could 


not be obtained. 
As a general rule no 


record of many wells throughout the city 
has been preserved. Dozens of people in 
the city are using water from wells of 
which they have no knowledge whatever 
beyond the fact that they enjoy abund- 
ance of good water at all times. 


The well drillers themselves have kept 


no record of their operations. They refer 
from memory, with apparent 
accuracy, 


however, to the essential details of al- j As a rule bored wells are driled to the 
most any well they have respectively had j second, third or fourth grave-l stratum 


and the flow from the first gravel cased 
off, together with all surface drainage. 


So far as I can learn, however, the 


quality ot tho water from the first gra- 
vel Is quite as free from organic Impuri- 
ties as from the lower streams, but the 
general opinion is that it is somewhat 
harder. 


In several 
instances 
It was 
reported 


that the degree of hardness of the water 
varied considerably from time 
to time. 


Without an exceptional case, the con- 


sumers express themselves as perfectly 
satisfied with their water supply and it 
was quite entertaining to be Informed, 
with remarkable frequency, that "I have 
the very best well of water in this city." 


"It is not by any means uncommon 


for shallow walls to intercept veins of 
water gathered on distant 
and higher 


watersheds and the water may hare been 
subjected to natural purification before It 
reaches the -well. 
In such cases, If all 


surface draniage Is excluded, the water 
may be of a high quality and altogether 
safe." 
Certainly all reports sustain the 


shallow wells as producing good, pure 
water and any natural prejudice against 
su^h wells, may in this instance be dis- 
carded. 


The largest private water plant In this 


clly at present la owned by Mr. Sleoth at 
Eighth ana Willow Streets. 
He has a 


12 Inch well, 60 feet deep, 22,000 gallon 
tankage and now supplies 25 houses, 


PRIVATE PLANTS, 


Among the larger private plants the 


laundries take the lead. 
They all have 


their own wens and each use from 15,000 
to 40,000 gallons of water per day. 


Some speculation Is no doubt appro- 


priate, relative to the 
volume of 
the 


under ground waters of this locality and 
of the reasonable possibilities of develop- 
ing same. Of course, the superficial na- 
ture of t-hls Investigation renders any 
attempt at positive assertion inconsistent, 
but at the same time, by considering the 
facts as presented and by making com- 
parisons with other cities which depend 
upon ground water supplies, some crude 
general conclusions may be ventured. It 
should be observed, however, that it Is 
perfectly 
feasible 
to determine 
with 


a fair degree of accuracy, the -direction, 
velocity and volume of flow of the under- 
ground streams which feed the pervious 
sands and grravels underlying this local- 
ity. 
This would require a,, long series 


of observations and pumping testa. In- 
cluding the boring of numerous test wells,

the southwest. Wherever this water may 
have Its source the quality is uniformly 
pure and good and the quantity has never 
as yet been affected by drought or arti- 
ficial draft, in a general sense. The water 
Is clear and cool and somewhat hard, the 
effect of contact with lime formations. 
The indications certainly are that the 
flow Is perennial In a very large measure. 
In some localities In the city water Is 
especially abundant. This is true In the 
vicinity of Valley street, also at Twenty- 
sixth n.nd Myrtle streets; also near Union 
and Fifth streets; near the Golden Gate 
railroad station; throughout West Oak- 
land. and in the lower eastern part of 
East Oakland. At Alden water Is also 
very plentiful at shallow depths. 


SHALLOW WELLS. 


As a rule, water from shallow wells, 


particularly In large cities, Is considered 
absolutely unsafe for domestic use. With 
this fact In mind, especial Inquiry was 
made as to the 'health of the people using 
water from the numerous shallow wells 
which draw only from .the first stratum 
and in not one case were any 111 effects 
reported.

DINGEE WELLS. 


At Twenty-sixth and

The hydraulic 
gradient of these wells was but a few feet 
below the ground surface, and to facili- 
tate pumping, a tunnel was excavated, 
connecting the wells, at an elevation of 
about 16 or 20 feet below the surface. 
This 
tunnel 
served 
as a 
reservoir. 


At the same time I am informed, water 
was also obtained from the well about 
one bock distant, upon he premises of 
Mr. Gill, the nurseryman. 
This latter 


well Is said to be about 281 feet deep and 
to have yielded upwards of one million 
gallons per day, being- equal In produc- 
tion to the other three wells. No exact 
data Is available relative to the quantity 
uf water produced from this plant. One 
Informant has stated 
that 
600 housea 


were supplied but considering that one 
million gallons per day will 
supply, 
at 


present rate of consumption in Oakland, 
(150 gallons per capita) about 7.000 people, 
the number of houses supplied must have 
been more nearly 1400, allowing five per- 
sons to each family.

Fifth and Union streets. 
These wells 


penetrated the fine water bearing sand to 
a depth of 63 feet arid are said to have 
yielded about 6000 gallons per hour each.

At either 
of these three points, the supply was not 
appreciably diminished, so far as haj 
been ascertained. 
At Twenty-sixth and 
Myrtle streets the water plane was low- 
ered for several hundred feet distant to 
the northeast from the pump, but I heard 
of no well being exhausted, It is proba- 
bly safe to assume that 1% million gal- 
lon per day was produced from these 
three sources. The second ground water 
supply — In the order nearest the city — 
is the Fltchburg plant, which until a few 
months ago, furnished Alameda almost 
exclusively. 
t 
This plant comprises 72-10 Inch 
wells 


ranging from 150 to 270 feet In depth. 
They are spaced In two parallel rows. 
distant about fifty feet by one hundred 
feet apart, and cover all told less than 10 
acres of ground, allowing a margin out- 
side of each row. These wells supplied 
a.bout 14,000 people at the rate of about 
75 gallons per capita equal to 1,050,000 
gallons per day, for several years with- 
out showing any reported tendency to 
fall. 


At Roberts Landing, several wells have

A glance at the map accompanying this 


report, upon which is shown the approxi- 
mate location of the wells Included in the 
canvass, indicates that water In consider- 
able quantities Is obtained from the sub- 
surface sands and 
gravels, 
throughout 


nearly the entire area of Oakland, which 
comprises some 1£.8 square miles equals 
12,032 acres. It Is less abundant upon the 
llgher lands north of Lake Merritt and in 
East Oakland L.ian upon the lower lands 
nearer the bay. 


The geological structure of this locality 
Is of pliocene character. 
These upper 


territory deposits consist of clay, sand 
and gravels In alternating layers, extend- 
ing to a depth of several hundred feet 
along the bay shore. 
The sand 
and 


gravel sub-strataa are Invariably water 
bearing and! seem to extend throughout 
the ares under consideration, broken more 
or less by the undulating clay formations. 
It follows therefore, that there Is no reg- 
ularity in the depth of eristne wells or 


ed 368 acres of land, upon which were 
bored 33 wells ranging in depth from 170 
to 884 feet, the general average depth be- 
ing 350 feet 


On Thanksgiving (Jay, Nov. 1894, the 
date of the first delivery 
of Alvarado 
water into Oakland, but 15 wells were in 
service. 
The additional wells bored dur- 


ing the succeeding years 1895-96-97-98 to 
meeting the increasing patronage of that 
Company. 


The average dally supply from these 


wells has been about 4H million gallons. 
On July 15, 1897. 7,159.440 gallons were 
pumped. These Alvarado wells are placed 
irregularly, some are in groups, others a 
considerable distance agart. Adjacent to 
the 368 acre tract the original C. C. W. 
Co. purchased 12 acres of land and bored 
It! wells 
thereon. 
Installed a pumping 


plant, and an alleged effort to exjiaust 
the E>ina:ee wells was made, without suc- 
cess. 
It has been variously estimated 


that from two to three million gallons 
per day were pumped into the bay. 


The Alvaraflo Sugar Works has five 


wellr ranging from 350 to 660 ifeet In 
depth, from which during the working 
season, about four million gallons per day 
are pumped. 
The foregoing constitutes 


the principal ground water supplies in 
this vicinity. 
These properties, for the 


purposes of this discussion, simply call 
attention to the fact that a large quanti- 
ty of water Is obtained locally from com- 
parltively small areas of land, the geolo- 
gical and topographical features of which 
are quite similar to those of Oakland. 
The following tabulated statement 
will 


show the general character of the ground 
water supplies in some 13 cities of prom- 
inence. 


AREAS OF LAND. 


Tho computed areas of land actually 


covered by the groups of wells, allowing 
twice the width between rows for mar- 
gins, seems remarkably small. 


Brooklyn has 765 wells, divides Into 


nine groups, ranging from 2" to 154 feet 
deep, covering In the aggregate less than 
ten acres of ground. 


Lowell, -Mass.. has 340 wells, divided 


Into four groups, upon less than Raven 
acres of ground, in the aggregate. 


Ft,. Worth obtains its supply from 96 


-wells, only 2* feet In depth. 


Columbus, Ohio, from 3* wells, ranging 


from 76 to 80 feet deep. 


Memphis has 41 wells, ranging from 260 


ito 480 feet In depth, and Galveston 30 
wells, from 750 to 850 feet. 


At Lelpilo, Germany, the water snpply 


Is taken from 324 shallow wells. 


It may be stated that ground water 


supplies, as a general thing, are reason- 
ably satisfactory, and are not infrequent- 
ly, among our towns and cities, the only 
available source. 


In some cases the wells are bored to 


great depth, from 1000 to 6000 feet. 


FACTS AND FIGURES.

120,000 gallons per day. 
Upon this basis 


fifty wells would supply the city at the 
present time. At the East Oakland Cot- 
ton Mills, one wel! is now producing 
10,000 gallons per hour, 
Mr. Git! claims 


his well produced one million gallons per 
day, equal to 41,000 gallons per hour. 
It 


is very much to be regretted that no data 
from actual pumping tests of the most 
productive wells Is available. The' opera- 
tions of Mr. Dingee appear to Include, all 
experimental work of this character. In 
one instance, It is reported that his pump- 
Ing plant exhausted the water supply, at 
a point in Alden, about haft way between 
Telegraph avenue and Broad-way on 49th 
street. 
At other points where pumping 


plants were established, no shortage, of 
water was experienced, so far as I have 
learned. 


The area 
of Oakland 
is about 18.8 


square miles equal to 12,032 acres. Cut- 
ting off all that portion east of Cemetery 
creek and north of East 22d street as non 
water 
producing, 
leaves 
about 
10,000 


acres of proven water-bearing territory. If 
we assume that the aggregate average 
depth of the saturated sands, and gravels 
throughout this area is oiily ten feet and 
the void one-sixth of the volume, we have 
In storage 6,446 million gallons of water, 
which would require 2% years to ex- 
haust at the rate of six million per day, 
without allowing for any inflow what- 
ever. 
The fleld Is not restricted to the 


limits of Oakland, however. As previous- 
ly stated, the Frultvale and Fltchburg 
localities yield abundant water, and along 
the bay shore north of Berkeley is said 
to be also a promising field for ground 
water supply. 
In view of the foregoing 


statements, it appears reasonable to as- 
sume '.hat sufficient water 
to-meet the 


present actual needs of 100,000 population 
could be developed locally. It may be re- 
marked that the first cost of a local 
ground water cupply would be the rnin-\ 
imum. 
The coat of operating separate 


pumping plants, now that cheap fuel or 
electric power is available, is much les« 
than formerly, and is not seriously ob- 
jectionable. 
In connection with such a 


project no investment need be made, be- 
yond the cost of drilling and testing wells, 
in advance of proving the sufficiency of 
the supply. 


The following tabulation will show the 


elevation of the water plane, relative to 
high tide line, and the ground surface at 
various points in the city. The selections 
were taken at random from the note 
3o»lt». As a rule the data was given ott- 
ia:id by the occupants, of the premises, 
and It can not be considered accurate.

Alligators move rapidly under wa.ter, 


are hard to see, harder to hit, and the 
harpopti will penetrate only the least ac- 
cessible portions of the body. Nor does 
the title to the hide necessarily pass with 
making fast the weapon. 


One afternoon in the Cheesehowltzkee 


river I harpooned a large alligator which 
towed me up and down the stream for 
an hour or two and then sulked in its 
deepest part. 
I pulled on the line until 


the boat was directly 
over 
him 
and 


stirred him up with the harpoon pole. 
He rolled himself up on the line In the 
manner peculiar to sharks and alligators, 
and banged the boat .suggestively. We 
rowed to the bank and, making fast to 
some bushes, haulad on the lino until 
we succeeded In -worrying him nearly to 
the boat, when he rose to the surface and 
attacked us with open mouth. 
We re- 


pelled the attack with harpoon pole and 
rifle. The former was promptly bitten in 
three pieces, but the latter apparently 
finished him. It was BO nearly dark that 
we decided to carry him in the skiff a 
mile down the rivtr to where our sloop 
was anchored. We broke the seats out 
of the boat, and together managed to lift 
(he head of the alligator aboard and tie 


t. We then tied the other end, 'when 
the reptile came to life and landed a blow 
with his tail which lifted me out of. the 
skiff Into the saw grass, with the breath 
knocked out of my body, and my hand 
and face badly cut by the grass. 


Boat and-boatman were capsized. 
As 


my rifle hod fortunately been left upon 
the bank, I was able to kill the alligator 
again. 
We secured .hint by floating the 
boat under him and then balling It out. 
The alligator completely filled the boat, 
so that my companion and I sat upon hia 
back as we paddled down the river with 
gunwales unpleasantly near the water. 


It was becoming dark and the water 


around us was becoming live with alli- 
gators. 
While we were reflecting upon 


our overloaded condition, our 
alligator 


came to life again and shifted ballast un- 
til water poured over the gunwale. We 
quickly balanced the boat, only tn se« It 
again disturbed and to ship more waiter. 
A scramble for the shore followed,"which 
we reached without capsizing- and where 
we left our victim for the night after 
again Wiling him. In the morning our 
buzzard 
friend 
from 
the 
Homosassa 
river, surrounded by his family, was sit- 
ting above him in the tree waiting for us 
to attend to our carving- duties.

WANT TO MARRY 


WRITERS AND THEIR NAMES. 
Hundreds of people have Indulged in 


fruitless speculation as to the reason 
for the choice 
of 
pen names by so 


many of the authors of the past and 
present day. Why. it has been stated, 
should the late Charles liir.gsley's tal- 
ented daughter choose to be known as 
Lucas Malot? 
According to her own 


confession, her modesty was the mo- j 
tlve which induced her to conceal her i 
identity, so that any failure on her part 
should not dim the luster of her fath- ! 
er's fame. For thia reason she com- 
bined the names of two clever women 
in her family, one of whom was Mary 
Lucas, the maiden name of her fath- 
er's mother, and,the other Alice Malet, 
the grandmother's aunt, both of which 
names she has thus rescued from ob- 
livion. 


With women 
writers 
the fear of 


family criticism seems to have been 
responsible for many assumed names, 
says Allan Sutherland. 
Mrs. Alexan- 


der, for Instance, the author of "The 
Wooing O't" and other delightful nov- 
els, adopted the Christian name of her 
husband, Alexander Hector, and under 


this mask won her fame before he was 
aware that she had written a line, and 
Madame Sarah Grand, knowing that 
her H'usband, Surgeon McFall, did not 
approve of her views, concealed her 
Identity under the name now so widely 
known, and which she chose on ac- 
count of Its plainness. 


It is curious, by the why, how many 


woman authors 
have selected unat- 


tractive and even ugly pen names. Ol- 
ive Schreiner won her laurels under 
the almost repellent name of Ralph 
Iron; Mrs. Craigle chose to be known 
as John Oliver Hobbes, deliberately se- 
lecting the least attractive name she 
could think of, so that |t might not be 
recognized as a woman's choice, and 
that it might warn her against any 
yielding to womanly sentimentality In 
her writing; and for similar reasons 
Mrs. Arthur Stannard presented her- 
self to the 
public as John Strange 


Winter, as uneffemlnate a name as one 
could easily conceive. 


Many writers have reduced the mys- 


tery of their noms de plume to the ut- 
most, by simply using their Christian 
names, as: 
Mrs. 
Thomas Anstey 


Guthrle. who chose to be known as F. 
Anstey; 
Forbes 
Phillips, as 
Athol 


Forbes; Anthony Hope Hawkins, as 
Anthony Hope; and A. R. Hope Mon- 
crleff, as Ascott R. Hope. It Is curious 
to observe how almost invariably the* 
pen names of women writers are either 
avowedly masculine or without Indica- 
tion of sex, as George Eliot, Maxwell 
Grey and G. M. Hutton (Mrs. Mona 
Calrd). 


Mrs. Ada Ellen Bayly arrived at the 


name Edna Lyall, now so familiar to 
us, by the simple process of transpos- 
ing some of the letters of her name; 
and Mile, de la Ramee, as is known, 
adopted her public appellation "Ouida," 
which was 
the nearest approach a 


very youthful sister couid make to the 
pronunciation of her Christian name, 
Louisa. Some pen names have a dis- 
tinctly 
humorous 
origin, 
as .Luke 


Sharp, which 
suggests 
the obvious 


meaning that occurred to Its owner, 
Robert Barr. Mostyn T. Piggojt pre- 
serves his Initials in the amusing form 
of Medium Torn Phun. 


The name of Mark Twain was, as Is 


pretty generally known, suggested to 


Mr. Clemens by the cry of the leads- 
man on a Mississippi boat when the 
lead indicated that the boat was In 
shallow water; Rev. John "Watson ar- 
rived at Ian Maclaren by using the 
Gaelic 'form of John and adding his 
mother's name of Maelaren; and Max 
O'Rell made 
a 
combination of his 


grandfather's Christian name, Mazine, 
and his -grandmother's natronymic, 
O'Reilly, abbreviating Maxlne O'Reilly 
to the familiar Max O'Rell. 


THEY WANT TO MARRY.

Ava Is 
forewomaiT and earns $8.60 per week, 
which she Is not willing to leave unless 
there Is ft pretty sure guarantee of a 
better position there In cane the hus- 
band ctfosen may not cult. I can say 
for the entire six that they rank well 
among the girls tbey work with. I 
will collect and forward 
references. 


'No trlflers need apply" is the motto of 
our club, and we are all In dead earn- 
est ourselves."

and women who de'slre to marry. They 
are coming so fast that he cannot an- 
swer them. Besides, he is uncertain 
as to the propriety of his cotiuuctlng 
a matrimonial bureau even though the 
matter was started by some Joker. The 
men appllcantsgare chiefly from Wash- 
ington, Oregon and California. 


Another Troy girl says she is en- 


gaged to a young man there, but he1 Is 
«o slow she is willing to marry the coast 
man, provided he Is loving and will 
pet her. 
She says she Is twenty-eight 


years old, lives with her mother and Is 
unused to harshness. 


EMANCIPATED WOMEN. 


There is a remarkable community in 


Abyssinia where the women, without 
holding meetings or agitations of any 
kind, have emancipated 
themselves. 


AH the women work hard, while the 
men are Idle; but by way of compen- 
sation the house and all It contains 
belong to the wife. At the least un- 
kind word she turns the husband out 
at night, in storm'or rain, and he can- 
not come back until he makes amends 


Uy the gift of a cow. The wife con- 
siders It a duty to abuse the husband, 
and if she were weak enough to show 
any lowj for him in life or grief at hl» 
death she would be scorned 
by, her 


tribe. The wife, without any resson, 
may strike her tent and go, taking 
with her one-third of the Joint pos- 
sessions. The husband, unless he it 
traveling, mey not live out of his tent. 


WOMEN MAIL CARRIERS. 


It is discovered that nearly 25 wo- 


men are serving as rural delivery mall 
carriers. No woman are appointed as 
mall carriers in the cities and the 
post-office department is opposed 
to 


women doing such work anywhere, it 
being deemed 
too severe for them. 


The appointments In the rural free de- 
livery service would not have been 
made If it had been known that the 
candidates were women. 
Of the 8BOO 
rural free delivery routes in operation 
June 30 last Iowa led with 771. The 
other States having the largest num- 
ber of routes were: Ohio, 741; Illinois, 
706, Indiana, 654. The average number 
of pieces of mail handled on each of 
the routes each day was lit.

-In the reports of .- .eetlngs of state 


federations It is noticeable in nlmos* 
every State that much has been done, 
and is doing in every way of reform. 
In Alabama the entire energies of the 
different clubs are concentrated on re- 
formatory and educational 
measures, 


particularly the 
question 
of 
child 


labor, under the guidance of the State 
central committee on child-labor legis- 
lation. 
In Alabama, the labor of chil- 


dren under 10 in mines, is prohibited. 
but the projected child-labor bill seeks 
to extend this prohibition to children 
under 10 in factories, children under 
12 unless a widowed mother or dis- 
abled father is dependent on such la- 
bor, and night work for children under 
IS Is prohibited also; and the provision 
Is made that all children under'14 must 
be able to read and write before they 
can be admitted to factories.

Gardner Murphy, 
chairman 
of 
the 


State central committee has written i 
pamphlet proving that the percentage 
of employes under 16 outside of the 
South has been reduced one-half, from 
15.6 
to 7.7 per cent, since 1SSO, while 


in the South the operatives under 16 
are 25 per cent of the whole, and In 
Alabama 30 per cent. 
This Is very 


distressing to southern women, who 
heartily wish the evil righted, and feel 
greatly depressed over the

centage of right feeling In Alabama.

In the course of the last meeting of 


the Nebraska federation, stress

ka schools, and the need of juvenile 
court law was 
shown. 
Prof.

Robins of the law department of the 
university of Nebraska read a paper 
on "Civil-service reform In its relation 
to the school system." 


In Ohio, individual clubs have taken 


up vacation schools and social settle- 
ment work, home and traveling libra- 
ries, 
civic 
improvement, 
cooking 


schools, hospital and children's homes, 
and many other useful 
and 
needed 


forms of work, and an excellent report 
of all these efforts was made. 


In New Jersey the same interest in 


village improvements that always dis- 
tinguishes that State's clubs was ex- 
hibited. New Jersey women are still 
laboring to save the Palisades, and 
It was suggested that New Jersey wo- 
men Interest themselves In the child 
labor problem. 


In all the federations harmony pre- 


vails and a spirit of good-fellowship, 
while the Increase in number of clubs 
and membership Is most 
gratifying. 


It Is noticeable that more club women 
are leaving the higher things of life 
behind, and are striving to do whal 
they can for the general Improvement 
of the American people.' 


WOMEN IN KENTUCKY. 


In a recent newspaper communica- 


tion the Rev. Edward 
Everett • Hale 


asks; 
"What do the women need?" 


It Is. hard to conceive 
of anything 


which they lack, according to a writer 
In the Philadelphia 
Irlecord-Herald. 


However, should there 
be anything 


they may fancy, they have1 only 
tr 


reach out and seize it, judging from 
their success in getting things in the 
past half century. Thus a man who 
was "laid off" at the Chicago stock 
yards was surprised to find that his 
daughter succeeded to his job. 
The 


women have 
done even 
better than 


that, according to an observing and 
evidently resentful 
Kentucky judge. 


More than forty years after the late 
Mrs. Stanton and Miss Anthony began 
to demand legal and other rights for 
women, Kentucky still proudly 'recog- 
nized Blackstone and the common law 
as the brightest products of civiliza- 
tion. Under the common law, as inter- 
preted by the great jurist, the husband 
was the head of the family. He could 
dispose of property without the con- 
sent of his spouse ,but she could not 
execute a deec! of sale 
without his 


sanction; he could collect her earnings 
or any moneys due her, and within the 
limits of reason he could administer- 
to her cdrporal punishment In order 
to restrain any disposition to become 
a new woman. 
Within a year or so 


this condition has been overturned by 
legislative enactment, and the last of 
the patriarchal strongholds has 
been 


abandoned by degenerate man. 


It Is through an 
opinion 
handed 


down in a divorce suit by Judge Toney 
of Louisville that 
Kentuckians, 
in- 


cluding 
the 
thoughtless 
legislators 


who adopted the measure, realize the 
revolutionary force 
of 
the 
statute. 


The common law Is abolished. It Is 
true that under the enactment the man 
and wife are still one, but it Is ob- 
vious that it Is the-wife who Is the 
ruling authority. 
As the judge 
ex- 


presses It, "The gray mare is the bet- 
ter horse." In every legal contest be- 
tween man and wife, he avers, the man 


Is the under dog. If she have an es- 
tate and he none, he is a mere pen- 
sioner on her 
bounty and may be 


kicked off the premises. On the .other* 
hand, If he have property it is mainly 
hers. 
The judge menflons a wife of 


wealth who Is sailing on the Mediter- 
ranean in her yacht and whose Louis- 
ville mansion is in the care of serv- 
ants, 
while the husband Is in 
the 


county almshouse. ' Although the wife 
in every case Is entirely independent 
of the husband in the control of her 
property, he is responsible not only for 
her debts, but also for any fines which 
may be imposed upon her 
and for 


damages In any slander of other legal 
action against her. While the husband 
"is not entitled to her personal pro- 
perty, nor to her rents ,nor her earn- 
ings, nor anything which Is hers, he if 
not even allowed to give her a mild 
Blackstonlan chastisement to keep her 
In good humor," dolefully declares the 
Judge, .who Is obviously appalled and 
mortified by the situation. 


It was the complaint of the eajly

She has, for example, 20 crip- 
pled children from the city under her 
personal care at Irvlngton, where her 
country home is. To show her way of 
looking at things, we quote from Suc- 
cess what she wrote concerning the 
obligations of wealthy young women: 


There Is one obligation upon all per- 


sons, rich or poor. We are required to 
do out utmost to use wisely the gifts 
which God has granted us; we are ex- 
pected to live for others rather than for 
ourselves. The possession 
of wealth 


Is an undoubted aid In bringing about 
the happiness of unfortunate ones, and 
the possessor may reasonably be ex- 
pected to carry on a larger work than 
a person with, very limited means. It 
Is also true, however, that 
spending 


money Is only one way of meeting our 
obligations. I have known many con- 
secrated men and women, almost pen- 
niless, who carried on a great work 
for the Master, and they accomplished 
more real good than those whose labor 
ended with :the distribution of wealth. 
The used the talents which had been 


given them, and their hearts' Interest 
was In what they did. 


It is not enough that we should dis- 


tribute alms. We should 
be careful 


to see that our gifts readh the proper 
persons, and are not placed where they 
will accomplish, more harm than good. 
Many 
well-meaning 
people 
expend 


their money where 
It 
really 
Isn't 


needed, while they Ignore the urgent 
cases which they might discover be- 
fore their very eyes. 
They 
are not 


true to their obligations. They are not 
commanded to distribute money, but 
to do good to others, and their pos- 
session of wealth should enable them 
to do good largely. 


In requires lime and 
attention 
to 


use one's gifts to the best effect, and 
comparatK-ely few are willing to glvr 
the necessary time. It isn't right that 
we should give to unknown charities 
without Investigation, and yet to In- 
vestigate will 
require 
many 
hours, 


perhaps. That Is the hard part. It 
Isn't pleasant in the beginning to re- 
frain from calling In one's friends in 
order that we may look into some ap- 
peal for alO which has been 
made. 


Yet If we make those social calls and 
neglect the call 6f duty we are noi true 
to the obligation to consider others be- 
fore ourselves. 
We are 
falling to 


make use of the gifts which God has 
granted us, of our capacity for doing 
good. But after a time, when we have 
become 
thoroughly 
accustomed to 


thinking of others 
before 
ourselves, 


our greatest pleasure will be found In 
acts of charity.

OIL IS VERY SATISFACTORY 


AS LOCOMOTIVE FUEL, 


The oil consumption by the locomo- 


tives of the Southern Pacific Company 
still continues to increase at rapid rate 
and naturally so as on the 
average 


three_ locomotives a week are b'eing 
turned out of the different shops, con- 
verted into olJ consumers. 


As far north as Oregon, oil is being 


used with groat success, both finan- 
cially and from a practical standpoint. 


There are seventy-two 
oil-burn ing 


locomotives on the local division out 
of a total' of 150 having their head- 
quarters at West Oakland, 


The enormous quantity of oil that is 


bpinff consumed by the Southern Pa- 
cific Company has a grent deal to do 
with the fnct that crude oil has, with- 
in the last day or two, advanced to 74 
cents per barrel, where for the last 
twelve months the same quality has 
been sold fit from 40 to 50 cents per 
barrel. 


Kven had tho Southern Pacific Com- 


pany to pay the advanced price 
for 


oil (which they rlon't, as they have a 
rontract price) it is estimated that, 
figuring three barrel t; of oil equal to 
a ton of ronl. about $50,000 a month is 
saved by the use of oil as a fuel. The 
conl used by the railroad costing, ap- 
proxlmatoly, $5 a ton. 


Tho stations that are behig built in 


the "Wostovn division for the furnish- 
ing of the oil to the locomotives are 
being rapidly completed.
